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RULES OF ORDER. FOR THE COUNCIL 


1.—Organization. 


Section 1. The Council shall be opened each day with prayer at 
the hour which may be designated. At the call to order members 
shall take their seats and preserve proper silence and decorum, stand- 
ing only when addressing the chair. 


Section 2. When the President shall have taken the chair on the 
first day of the Council, the roll of the Clergy shall be called, and also 
the roll of the Lay Delegates, whose certificates have been received 
by the Secretary, and if it be found that a constitutional quorum of 
fifteen of-each order be present, the President shall declare that the 
Council is duly organized, and is ready for business. 


Section 3. In case of absence of Secretary of the Council, the 
vacancy shall be filled pro tempore by the Council. 


Section 4. After the organization of Council, the President shall 
appoint the following Standing Committees: 


(1) A committee of four, two of each order, on Parochial Reports, 
with power to act during recess and report, of which the Secretary 
of the Diocese shall be chairman. 


(2) A committee of six, three of each order, on the Admission 
of New Parishes. 


(3) A committee of four, two of each order, on Elections. 


(4) A committee of six, three of each order, on Constitution and 
Canons, with power to consider subjects brought to their notice be- 
tween the sessions of the Council. 


Section 5. The reports and addresses of the Bishop and the Bishop 
Coadjutor shall be in order at any time after the organization of Coun- 
cil and the appointment of the Standing Committees, and shall have 
precedence over all other business. 


I1.—Order of Business. 


Section 1. When no order of business has been adopted, the order 
shall be as follows: 


(1) Reading of the Minutes of the preceding day, but this may 
be omitted by a vote of a majority of the Council, taken without 
debate. 
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\ 
(2) Petitions. 
(3) Election of officers. 
(4) Report of officers. 
(5) The report of standing committees. 
(6) The report of special committees. 
(7) Unfinished business. 
(8) Motions and resolutions. 


(This Order of Business subject to the adopted report of Committee on 
the Dispatch of Business.) 


I1!.—Order of Debate and Legislation. 


Section 1. All resolutions or motions shall be reduced to writing, 
and read by the Secretary to the Council, before they shall be debated, 
and no resolution or motion shall be considered until seconded. This 
rule, so far as it requires a reduction to writing, shall not apply to 
motions to adjourn, to postpone, to lay on the sabls, to refer to a 
committee, or other like parliamentary motions. 


Section 2. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed in the possession of the Council, but 
may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before amendment or 
vote, with the consent of the second. 


Section 3. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted under 
color of an amendment or substitute for the matter under consid- 
eration. 

Section 4. If the question under debate contains several distinct 
propositions, the same shall be divided at the request of any member, 
and a vote taken separately; except that a motion to strike out and 
insert shall be indivisible. 


Section 5. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, 
a motion to amend the same may be made, but no further amendment 
to such second amendment shall be in order; but a substitute to both 
amendments may be received, and if adopted, shall operate as an 
amendment to the original proposition. 


Section 6. When a question is under consideration, no motion 
shall be received except to adjourn, to lay it upon the table, for the 
previous question, to postpone to a certain time, to postpone indefi- 
nitely, to commit it, to amend it or to substitute for amendments as 
in the last section, and motions for any of these purposes shall have 
precedence in the order herein named. If a motion to lay an amend- 
ment on the table be adopted, the matter before the Council shall 
be considered as if no such amendment had been offered. 


Section 7. Motions to lay on the table and adjourn shall be de- 
cided without debate; and such motions shall always be in order, 
except while a member has the floor, or a vote on ane question is 
being taken. 


Section 8. The previous question shall only be put when de- 
manded by a majority of those present. It shall be in this form: 
“Shall the main question now be put?” and, until decided, all debate, 
amendments, and other motions shall be out of order. 


Section 9. When a question has been decided by the Council or 
postponed indefinitely, a motion to reconsider can only be made by 
one member and seconded by another who voted with the majority. 
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A motion to reconsider must be made the same > day the. vote is 
taken, or on the succeeding day. 

Section 10. When a member desires to speak or present any 
matter to the Council, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully 
address himself to the President, and shall confine himself to the 
question under debate, avoiding all personalities. 

Section 11. If any member trespasses the rule of the Council, 
the President shall, or any members may, call him to order, in which 
case the member so called to order shall immediately take his seat, 
unless permitted to explain, until the question of the order is decided 
by the President, when he may proceed in order as ruled by the 
President. 

Section 12. All questions of order shall be decided by the Chair 
without debate, but any member may appeal from such decision, and 
on such appeal no member shall speak more than once without the 
permission of the Council. 


Section 13. The names of the movers of all resolutions shall ap- 
pear upon the Minutes of the Council. 

Section 14. When two or more members rise at once, the Presi- 
dent shall say who is entitled to the floor, and from his decision 
there shall be no appeal. 

Section 15. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and 
noes whenever seven members require it, or by orders whenever such 
vote is demanded by five members, as required by the Constitution. 

Section 16. Every member who may be in the house when the 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special 
reasons, shall excuse him. 

Section 17. No member shall vote upon a question in the decision 
of which he is immediately and personally interested. 


Section 18. Upon a division and count no member shall be counted 
who is not within the limits assigned as seats of members. 


Section 19. The reports of all committees shall be in writing, and 
all reports recommending or requiring any action or expression of 
opinion by the Council, shall be accompanied by the proper resolu- 
tions expressing the same for the consideration of the Council. 


1V.—General Regulations. 


Section 1. No member shall absent himself from the meetings of 
the Council without leave, unless he be sick or unable to attend. 


Section 2. The President shall, at his discretion, select suitable 
seats without the limits of those allotted to the use of members, 
which shall be appropriated to the accommodation of visiting clergy- 
men and candidates for orders who may be invited by the Rector or 
Wardens of the Church in which the Council is held, under the direc- 
tion of the President and Council. 


Section 3. No spectator shall, during the daily sessions of the 
Council, be admitted within the pews allotted to the Council; and the 
Rector and Wardens of the Church in which the Council is held are 
requested to see that this rule is enforced. 


Section 4. No rule of order shall be repealed, amended or sgus- 
pended, except by a two-thirds vote.

REPORT OF THE CHANCELLOR 


To the Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 
The Chancellor of the Diocese begs leave to report to Council as follows: 


AMENDMENT TO CHATHAM EPISCOPAL INSTITUTE CHARTER 


Pursuant to resolutions adopted at the last meeting of the Council, the 
Chancellor was directed by the Bishop to take such steps as were necessary 
to amend the charter of Chatham Episcopal Institute so as to provide that 
the board of trustees will hereafter be composed of 14 members including 
the Bishop and Bishop Coadjutor, all of whom should be members of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, and at least ten of whom should reside in 
the Diocese of Southern Virginia, and further providing that the members 
other than the Bishop and Bishop Coadjutor should be elected directly by 
Council, and for their terms of office as well as the filling of ad interim 
vacancies. 

The board was convened for the purpose of providing for the changes 
in the charter directed by Council, and it then developed that it was the 
desire of the board to change the corporate name from Chatham Episcopal 
Institute to Chatham Hall, and to provide for a board of visitors composed 
of not exceeding six members who should have the right to sit with the 
board of trustees but without the right to vote. 

Accordingly the Chancellor has obtained from the State Corporation 
Commission a charter amendment changing the corporate name to Chatham 
Hall, and also changing section 9 of the charter so as to read as follows: 


Section 9. The Board of Trustees shall be composed of fourteen 
members, including the Bishop of the Diocese of Southern Virginia, and 
the Bishop Coadjutor of the said Diocese, if there be one. All of the 
members of the board shall be communicants of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, and at least ten of them shall 
be residents of the Diocese of Southern Virginia. ‘The members other 
than the Bishop and the Bishop Coadjutor, when there is one, shall be 
elected by the Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia; and at the 
next meeting of the said Council following this amendment to the 
charter, four of the said members shall be elected for a term of one 
year, four for a term of two years, and five for a term of three years, 
and thereafter each year the Council shall elect a number equal to the 
number of those retiring. ‘The Board of Trustees shall have the power 
to fill vacancies occurring in the board between sessions of said Council, 
the trustees so elected to have the qualifications herein provided and 
to hold office until the next meeting of the said Council, when the 
vacancy shall be filled by the Council. The present members of the 
board shall continue in office until the next meeting of the Council. 
The Board of Trustees may, in their discretion, elect a Board of Visi- 
tors, consisting of not exceeding six members, who may sit with the 
board and act in an advisory capacity, but shall not have the right 
to vote. The term of office of each member of the Board of Visitors 
shall be at the pleasure of the Board of Trustees. This provision with 
reference to a Board of Visitors shall not become effective until the 
same shall have been approved by the Council of the Diocese. 


Attention is called to the fact that the provision with reference to the 
Board of Visitors will not be effective until approved by Council. 
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‘THE WITHERSPOON BEQUEST 


In February of last year, it came to the attention of the Chancellor that 
the Diocese of Southern Virginia and Chatham Episcopal Institute had an 
interest in the estate of Charles D. Witherspoon, deceased, late a resident 
of the city of Petersburg and a member of St. Paul’s Church in that city. 
Upon inquqiry in Petersburg, it was ascertained that Mr. Witherspoon, 
who had died in 1920, had left the greater part of his estate to his widow 
and had made bequests effective upon her death to eight philanthropic 
beneficiaries, aggregating $70,000, among them the following (giving the 
names used in the will) in which we are particularly interested: 


Home for Homeless Boys, Covington, Va.________ $20,000.00 
Episcopal School for Girls, Chatham, Va._______ 5,000.00

The widow died in Petersburg on the 14th day of February, 1929. The 
other philanthropic beneficiaries named in the will are Petersburg Hospital, 
Virginia Home for Incurables, Children’s Home Society of Virginia and 
National Florence Crittenton Mission. 

The residuary clause of the will was as follows: 


“The remainder to go to any institution in the State of Virginia 
under protestant control for maimed and helpless soldiers of the present 
war, which institution is supported in whole or in part by voluntary 
offerings and in the event there is no such organization, the money is 
to be prorated among the eight philanthropic beneficiaries named above.” 


The residuary estate consisted of 1673 shares of the preferred stock, of 
the par value of $100. per share, and a like number of shares of common 
stock of the par value of $10. per share, in the American Hardware Com- 
pany, a corporation which owns substantially all of the trunk manufacturing 
plants in Petersburg; and of certain notes and bonds from which have 
been derived along with some dividends on the said preferred stock, and 
after deducting the executor’s commissions and other charges, about the 
sum of $20,500.00. 

The Petersburg Savings & American Trust Company, the executor un- 
der Mr. Witherspoon’s will was unwilling, very properly, to make dis- 
tribution under the will until the courts should construe the will, ascertain 
whether there was any such institution for maimed and helpless soldiers as 
was described in the residuary clause of the will, and determine who were 
the real philanthropic beneficiaries, most of whom were incorrectly named 
in the will. 

The Chancellor, acting primarily on behalf of the four beneficiaries 
first named above, and incidentally on behalf of the others, instituted suit 
in the Hustings Court of the city of Petersburg for the purpose of clear- 
ing up the above mentioned uncertainties, and on the 25th instant, a final 
decree was entered in the cause, as a result of which, including amounts 
already distributed to them, the said four first named beneficiaries, giving 
now their correct names, will receive stock and money as follows:

Minutes 


The stock cannot be sold to advantage at this time, and it was therefore 
deemed wise to distribute the stock and the available money proportionately, 
rather than to sell part of the stock to bring the money each was to receive 
up to the amount named in the will for each and distribute the residue in 
stock. The preferred stock is 7% cumulative, but is now paying 4% an- 
nually in monthly installments. The present value of the stock is about 
$75. for one share of preferred and one share of common, though there is 
perhaps no market at that price; but it is believed by interested parties in 
Petersburg that the full dividend will be paid when financial conditions 
shall have improved and that the selling price will then rise to around 
$100. for one share ot each kind of stock. 

By direction of the Diocesan Board, Dr. Wm. A. Brown, Mr. C. W. 
Grandy and the Chancellor are now working out a plan under which the 
stock and money coming to the Diocese from the Witherspoon estate will 
be converted into a revolving fund from which in case of emergency money 
may be withdrawn, to be later returned to the fund as the money becomes 
available from the usual sources. 


DIocESAN HOLDING CORPORATION 


At the suggestion of the Chancellor at the last meeting of the Council, 
the Bishop appointed a committee of lawyers, of which the Chancellor was 
named as chairman, to consider means of creating a corporation to hold 
real and personal properties owned by the Diocese, but this plan has not 
yet been worked out, and it is suggested that the committee be continued. 


GENERAL MATTERS 


The Chancellor has had the pleasure of advising the Bishop and the 
Bishop Coadjutor and some of the clergy, from time to time during the past 
year, concerning other minor matters of law as they arose, but it is not 
demed necessary to enumerate them. 

In conclusion, may I express the very great pleasure it has been to 
me to serve as Chancellor under that great churchman and splendid Christian 
gentleman, the Right Reverend Beverley Dandridge Tucker, D.D. This 
association will be an inspiration to me for the remainder of my days, and 
I shall ever hold him in affectionate and loving memory.

ReporT OF THE HISTORIOGRAPHER OF THE DIOCESE OF SOUTHERN 
VIRGINIA FOR THE YEAR 1929 


To the Bishop and Members of the Council: 


Your Historiographer has been absent from the Diocese for the better 
part of the past year, but the work of the Diocese has occupied much of 
her thought. 
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Since August I have been in London searching the old colonial records 
of Virginia. Needless to say these are rich in the history of the Church, 
and a greater part of them is unknown in Virginia. I have been unable to 
copy these papers, but have taken note of their whereabouts and I shall 
write a report on this material at a later date for future reference. Many 
of these papers will be photostated for the Library of Congress in the course 
of the next decade, the Virginia Dioceses should have prints of all such 
letters and papers in the Diocesan archives when they are available. 

Among the papers examined, none have been so interesting as the 
letters preserved at Fulham Palace. Not only did the Commissary of the 
Bishop send reports regularly to him, but the governors also, who considered 
themselves at the head of the Church in the Colony, sent reports at stated 
intervals, and they, as well as the ministers often asked the advice of the 
Bishop. 

At present these papers are by no means safe from fire. If they were 
destroyed the full history of the Church in Virginia could never be written. 
I would urge, therefore, that this Diocese with the Dioceses of Virginia 
and Southwestern Virginia consider the possibility of having all such letters 
photostated. This would be an expensive undertaking ; it might be done 
by soliciting special gifts from churchmen who appreciate the importance 
of preserving the records for all time. If this could be done during the life 
time of the present Bishop of London, I am sure the plan would meet. with 
his sympathetic co-operation, which might not be the case with his suc- 
cessor. 

During the past year many of the early records of the S. P. G. were 
photostated for the Library of Congress. Copies of letters and papers bear- 
ing on our Diocese should be in our archives. These can be obtained at 
relatively small cost. 

The following resolutions are offered: 


Resolved: First, that this report be received and printed in the Journal 
of this Council.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON Necro Work 


At the Diocesan Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia held in 
Hampton, Va., January 22nd, 1929, a committee was appointed to study the 
whole. question of the Church’s work among the Negroes and to report to 
the Executive Board of the Diocese. The following committee was ap- 
- pointed: Rev. E. R. Carter, D. D., Rev. Thomas Semmes, Ven. James S. 
Russell, D. D., Mr. Henry Edmunds, Mr. Chas E. May. 

This committee met in St. Paul’s School, Lawrenceville, Va., June, 
1929, discussed this question, decided upon general policies, and requested 
that each member make a study of this question and report to the chairman 
of the Committee before the next Diocesan Council. 

We make the following recommendations: 


1. That in all of our consideration and legislation concerning the Negro 
in the Church, that there be recognized the Christian principle that there 
is in the Church no respect of persons. 


2. But that also there be given due consideration to racial differences, 


which make the Negro as well as all other races, anxious to preserve racial 
integrity, racial autonomy, and racial respect. 


3. That therefore there be given to the Negro contingent of the Church 
the fullest possible liberty to develop the Church among the Negroes accord- 
ing to their distinctive characteristics and needs, with as little dominance 
or control from the white race as is consistent with the best interests of 
the Church. 


4. That as leaders of the race are developed, the Church should take 
due cognizance of such leaders, placing them in positions of trust and re- 
sponsibility for growth and management of the Church among the Negro 
race, looking forward to the time when there shall be “Missionary Racial 
Jurisdiction” for the colored. 


5. That the present method of Diocesan management be continued, 
with Missionary Jurisdiction and the Colored Convocation, but when and 
where possible giving to said Colored Convocation legislative power for the 
control of their own affairs. 
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6. ‘That the Church among the whites continue to exercise a fostering 
care and to give financial aid to the work of the Church among the colored, 
as they do with all other‘races, who in the Church are weak in numbers, 
and in financial strength. 


REASONS FOR RESOLUTIONS 
Our reasons for making the above resolutions are: 


1st. In that in the Church there can be no respect of persons, we would 
do as we would be*done by. There is a feeling among the Negroes that 
the Episcopal Church is ‘“The. White Man’s Church,” dominated and con- 
trolled by the white man, with characteristics suited to the white man. 
That the Negro is discriminated against and discountenanced. And so, 
as we would ask an independence for the white man in the Church, which 
of course must not do violence to the nature of the Church, so we would 
grant to the Negro all the independence that is possible, consonant with 
the best interests of the Church in Negro development. 


2nd. We recognize that the desire for racial integrity, racial autonomy, 
and racial respect is born into every race and should be respected. The 
Negro race is not alone in this respect, as is seen in the uprising of races 
all over the world, and the demand for national (racial) political inde~ 
pendence, and ecclesiastical recognition, such as is the case in China and 
Japan, India and Africa. 


3rd. A study of the history of the Church among the colored shows 
us that where there has been the greatest growth, there has also been racial 
independence and control, such as the Baptists and Methodists, and that 
the smallest growth has been where there is control by the white man. The 
Negroes will not come in large numbers into any Church which they feel 
is “The White Man’s Church.” ‘Therefore, if the Episcopal Church is ever 
to make rapid strides the Negro must be convinced that the Church is his 
Church, and that he has his part in shaping its policies, its doctrines, disci- 
pline and worship. 


4th. The above recommendations are in keeping with the findings ot 
others who have made a study of the negro question. 

On February 26-27, 1929, in All Saints Parish House, Atlanta, Ga., 
’ according to a resolution of the General Convention, there was a Confer- 
ence of Southern Bishops to consider the Colored Question. ‘There were 
present eighteen Bishops from the Dioceses of Georgia, Atlanta, Mississippi, 
Virginia, Southern Virginia, Southwestern Virginia, South Carolina, South- 
ern Florida, East Carolina, North Carolina, Western North Carolina, Florida, 
Upper South Carolina; West Texas—fourteen southern Dioceses. The Na- 
tional Council was represented by three of its members. It is interesting 
to note the “findings” of this Conference: 


Resolved—That this Conference of Bishops hereby goes on record as 
being in favor of Missionary Jurisdiction for work among the Negroes, 
with racial Episcopate. 

We further recommend that as a first step toward this policy a Mis- 
sionary Racial Jurisdiction be created to be composed of the Negro clergy 
and .the congregations in some group of contiguous Dioceses that may be 
willing for its creation within their borders. (Vote—affirmative, 11; nega- 
tive, 7.) 

The Conference urges a more generous PURE ato of the work by 
the National Council. 

It urges the Dioceses in which the work is fee done to a more general 
and adequate support. 
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It urges the Negroes themselves to feel a great sense of responsibility 
for self-support. 

The Committee approves the suggestion that’some method of correlat- 
ing and justifying the askings of the aided Southern Dioceses for their work 
be found, and suggests a further meeting of the Bishops for that purpose. 

This Conference, feeling that the problem of the Negro work is not 
only one of means for carrying it on, but one of men for leadership for 
work, asks the National Council to take into consideration the appropria- 
tion of funds for the education of Negro postulants and candidates for the 
ministry. . 

The Bishop of Mississippi, the Bishop of East Carolina, and the Bishop 
Coadjutor of Southern Virginia, were appointed to make a study of theo- 
logical education among the Negroes and report at the Conference of Bishops 
to be held in Atlantic City in September. 


5th. Our fifth reason for our recommendations is that they are prac- 
tical in their working out as is proven by certain truths brought to light 
by a study of the Church among the Negroes, made by the Ven. J. S. Russell 
for the Board of Trustees of King Hall. We have not the space here to 
bring out all of these facts and figures, although they are most interesting 
and enlightening. Also statistics are not absolute, because many will not 
answer questions. 

There are now 306 colored congregations; 160 active colored clergy; 
15 non-procial clergy. Of these there are 39 self-supporting congregations 
with 19,000 communicants. In the Province of Washington there are 11 
self-supporting congregations with 4,201 communicants; 80 congregations, 
43 clergy, with 6,764 communicants. Receipts—Parish, $145,779.96; Dio- 
cesan and general, $10,226.58. Growth in ten years, 4,836 communicants. 

We note also the following in Dr. Russell’s report: “Numerically 
speaking the Negro group of the Episcopal Church is a minority group, 
as compared with other Negro denominational groups, but in education, 
social progress, economic and business standing it is not surpassed by any 
negro church group in the country.” 

All of this is just to bring out the thought that the Church has suf- 
ficiently grown among the colored race as to justify the Church in giving 
them a certain amount of racial autonomy and jurisdiction, and that there 
are at least a few of the race that are capable of being placed in positions 
of highest responsibility and trusted with leadership. : 

In the Diocese of Southern Virginia, according to the last statistics 
(January, 1929) there are 29 churches, 14 clergy, 1,814 communicants. Re- 
ceipts for all purposes $21,052.32. 


We have the largest colored work of any Diocese in the South. Among 
our clergy are some excellent men and the laymen’ number among them 
the very best colored element in the state. They are competent to take 
over larger powers of administration and for their people will do a better 
work than the white man can do. The greatest hindrance to the work 
among the colored is the lack of funds. The reasons for this are obvious 
—the Negro has been thrown upon his own responsibility suddenly from 
economic dependence to economic independence; the wages and salaries 
are small; the race is not yet well educated; it is largely a serving people 
in our Southland. However, the strides that have been made. during the 
few years of independence have been startling. But this all means ‘that 
’ the work of the Church among the colored is yet of a missionary character, 
and must receive larger appropriations if the Church is to progress. We 
are glad to note that the Conference of Southern Bishops recognized this 
fact. But the support can not be only a Diocesan project. It is national 
in character, and if done adequately must be done as a national enterprise, 
augmented by what the Dioceses can do. In 1928 our Diocese contributed 
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$5,000.00 and the Colored Convocation $1,974.57 toward the mission work 
among the colored in our Diocese. 

The colored people themselves are realizing the necessity of doing more 
for themselves, that when they ask for greater powers, there must be 
greater self-support. 

Your committee, therefore, believes that the colored race should in 
every way be encouraged in the desire for racial integrity, racial autonomy 
and racial respect.

Whereas, the Ven. James S. Russell, D.D., founder of St. Paul’s Normal 
and Industrial School and principal of the same for forty-two years, has 
been relieved from his duties of office, at his own request by reason of 
his advanced years, and 


Whereas, he has rendered faithful and conspicuous service during the 
many years of leadership that he has given said institution, recognition of 
which having been made by the award of the Harmon Medal and Reward, 
therefore, 


Be it resolved, That the Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia, 
assembled in the Church of Epiphany, extend its hearty appreciation to Arch- 
deacon Russell for the valuable service he has rendered the cause of Chris- 
tian education among the people of his own race, in training and leading 
them in the path of Christian citizenship and usefulness. 


If it is true that every institution is the lengthened shadow of a man, 
then St. Paul’s Normal and Industrial School is the lengthened shadow of 
Archdeacon Russell. It is a monument to his faith, his enthusiasm, his 
energy. In the providence of God he has lived to see St. Paul’s expand from 
a small parish school into the largest and best equipped educational insti- 
tution for the furtherance of its mission among the colored people. Recogni- 
tion should be given Archdeacon Russell for the unceasing emphasis that 
he ever placed on the work at St. Paul’s and for his valuable contribution 
to the cause of inter-racial good will. 


For the great work that God hath wrought through His humble and 
faithful servant, we give thanks. And now in the eventide of his life we 
pray God’s richest blessings on him, and we rejoice that he will continue 
in his office as Archdeacon of the work among the colored people of the 
Diocese. 

Resolved, further, That these resolutions be printed in the Journal of 
this Council and a copy be given Archdeacon Russell and that the same be 
printed in the Diocesan Record.

MessaceE From BisuHop Tucker 


January 28, 1930. 


To the Brethren of the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese of Southern Virginia 
in Council Assembled: 


Philippians I: verses 2 to 6: 


Grace be unto you and peace, from God our Father, and 
from the Lord Jesus Christ. 

I thank my God upon every remembrance of you. 

Always in every prayer of mine for you all making request 
with joy. 

For your fellowship in the Gospel from the first day until 
now. 


In the Providence of God this is the first time in my more than twenty- 
three years of of my episcopate that I have been unable to bring to you in 
person my message of love and sympathy in the work of the Diocese we 
love. I can find no words that can voice more perfectly my feeling of 
love and fellowship with the dear people of this Diocese, than these in St. 
Paul’s letter to the Church at Philippi, which was his own church. 


I have been much helped and comforted during my sickness by the lov- 
ing help of dear Bishop Thomson. I have been compelled to turn over to 
him all my work and responsibility as Bishop, until I recover my health. 
The wonderful spirit of consecration with which he has taken my work as 
well as his own must impress us all. Untiring, unselfish and full of zeal, 
he has given himself to the service of the Diocese. By his willing help to 
relieve me of responsibility he has saved my life. I ask for him your love, 
sympathy and fellowship, which he so richly deserves. 


I had intended to take as my main theme for my Council address the 
Church as our spiritual home. We should urge upon our people, who have 
the spiritual inheritance of this Church of our fathers with its wonderful 
liturgy and history inter-woven with our life as a people, the necessity of 
making the Church an integral part of their life. We should try from early 
childhood to have an intimate love for the Church, to regard it not as an 
institution or organization but as our home, touching our lives at every 
point. This I hope you will do. Love and devotion to the Church will 
mean more than wealth. We can build it up, as the Church of the Apostolic 
age was built up, by consecrating ourselves to its service and by making 
it the most important and essential part of life. 

This is as much as I have strength to say, but I commend you and all 
the people you represent and our dear Bishop Coadjutor to the care of God, 
praying that His Holy Spirit may guide you in all your deliberations, that 
your coming together may be for the welfare and upbuilding of this dear 
Diocese of Southern Virginia.

My Brethren of the Clergy and Laity of Southern Virginia in Council 
Assembled: 


Grace be unto you, and power and wisdom and peace, from God our 
Father and our Lord Jesus Christ, by the presence of the Holy Spirit. Amen. 

There is but one thought in all our minds, say rather in all our hearts, 
this day. It is the absence from our sight and sense of that familiar and 
beloved figure of our father in God and friend in every human relation, 
Bishop Tucker. And yet so great has been the power of his personality 
that it seems today to project itself beyond death’s barriers and live and 
move among us as before—and as before beloved. Should one ask any of 
us to name in one word his outstanding and charactertistic attitude in all 
the relations of life there could be but one answer. He was pre-eminently 
a father. In the Church he loved and served so well, the authority which 
he exercised was that of love. His faith was in a loving Father, whose com- 
passion towards His children could never fail. His optimism was love’s 
optimism which “hopeth all things” and therefore “endureth all things.” 

His affection for his Clergy was a personal affection and his interest 
in their welfare was a personal concern. Human relations loomed large with 
him, and all methods and means were secondary. Like the true father he 
was, he cared more for what men were than for what they were successful 
in doing. In the human family, he saw always the household of God— 
especially in that group among whom he was called to be the spiritual father. 
And out of this conception of the Church as a divine family came his code 
of conduct for himself, his Clergy and his people. The Parish, the Diocese, 
the National Church were not units in an organization, but vitally and hu- 
manly related groups with mutual obligations and yet with distributed re- 
sponsibilities—and all bound together by a common loyalty to one Head. 

He dealt with his Clergy as with sons, and the warmth and vividness 
of his appeals to them in behalf of the Church’s work and mission were 
the expression of a father’s anxiety that his own should not fail their herit- 
age. “Noblesse oblige.” 

Such an attitude toward his Clergy and his people drew from them, 
as was inevitable, the affectionate loyalty of sons and children rather than 
obedience to an acknowledged authority. We all loved him; for his kindly 
acts, for his sympathetic words, for his wise counsel, for his quick wit and 
ready humor, for the very human-ness of him. 

His unfaltering faith in God as the approachable Father—in Christ as 
the loving and understanding and forgiving Saviour—in the power of a 
very real and present spirit—these served to strengthen us and make our 
faith more sure. 

We give thanks today for the memory of our father in God—Beverley 
Dandridge Tucker. 

And with that memory as an example in personal and family life, and 
as an inspiration to loyal service in the Church he loved, we face the future. 

But our Diocese has not been the only one to be bereaved during the 
past year.. The Diocese of Western New York lost in the death of Bishop 
Brent last spring, not only a beloved and admired diocesan, but a Bishop 
whose wisdom and devotion had won for him high place among the Christian 
leaders of the world. 
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Quite recently the Diocese of Iowa has lost, by tragic accident, its 
venerable and beloved Bishop Morrison—and the Diocese of Louisiana, 
Bishop Sessums, the scholarly and gracious host of the New Orleans Gen- 
eral Convention, a man of courage and kindliness and above all, a man of 
God. 

On the third of October, during a special session of the House of 
Bishops and while actually delivering an official ruling, the Presiding 
Bishop of the Church, Dr. John Gardner Murray, was called by his Master 
and entered into the larger life. His gifts found ample opportunity for 
exercise in the activities of the National Council, and yet he never lost the 
personal touch of the tender pastor. The Diocese of Maryland was joined 
by the whole Church in mourning his loss. 

In the ranks of our own Clergy there is today one place made empty 
by death. The Rev. Frank A. Ridout was at the time of his death the 
rector of the Church of the Ascension in Norfolk. His was a gentle and 
kindly spirit, one that moved men to warm friendship and ready confidences. 
His piety was as real as it was unassuming. He was a pastor greatly loved 
and widely mourned. 

Time does not permit of a detailed enumeration of all the losses we 
have sustained by death in the ranks of our laity. ‘Their praise is in the 
Church they loved and their works do follow them. 


There have been quite a number of important changes in the life of our 
diocesan family. But one of our Clergy has been removed by death, the 
Rev. Frank Anderson Ridout, as noted in a previous portion of this ad- 
dress. The Rev. Wm. G. Christian has been transferred to the Diocese of 
Dallas, the Rev. Harvey,A. Cox to the Diocese of North Carolina. The 
Rev. Reginald W. Eastman has been received from the Diocese of East 
Carolina and is now the rector of Galilee Church. The Rev. Pearson Hill 
Sloan, ordained deacon in November, has been appointed minister in charge 
of Lynnhaven Parish. The Rev. John C. Cornick, for the last twelve years 
rector of East Lynnhaven Parish, retired on January Ist, 1930. The Rev. 
M. Colgate Daughtrey resigned his charge at Cape Charles last June on 
account of ill health, but is now greatly improved. The Rev. Norman E. 
Taylor resigned the rectorship of St. Peters, Norfolk, to accept the office 
of Executive Secretary and Diocesan Missioner of this Diocese. The Rev. 
W. E. Callender has become the rector of St. Peters, Norfolk. The Rev. 
Frederick A. Sapp resigned Cumberland Parish in Lunenburg County and 
has become the rector of Grammer Parish in Brunswick County, residing 
in Lawrenceville. After forty years of a ministry outstanding in the 
annals of the Church, the Rev. James S. Russell, D. D., founder and principal 
of St. Paul Normal and Industrial School, has resigned and become the 
principal emeritus, and the Rev. J. Alvin Russell has been elected principal 
in his place. Dr. Russell has been honored by the Harmon Award and 
Medal for his great service to his race. 

We have now seven students at the Virginia Seminary and have reason 
to be proud of their character and standing. We have also one postulant 
for the order of Deaconess, studying at St. Faith’s House in New York. 


* * * * 


Within the limits of a Council address one must of necessity make 
choice of but one or two of many themes that naturally suggest themselves 
for notice. In the life of a Diocese as in the lives of men there come times 
which demand a careful and thorough survey of existing conditions—a 
frank and courageous facing of facts—and the formation of definite plans 
with a view to the attainment of a definite goal. 

In the routine of daily life aboard a ship at sea there is nothing more 
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emphasized as to its importance than the “taking of the sun” at noon. It 
is almost a ritual act. It determines the ship’s location and hence its future 
course. | 

Our Diocese is a unit of importance in the National Church of which 
it is a part—but “we look also to the rock from which we were hewed.” 
We are a part of that part of the Church which was established here in 
Virginia. Our Church life has a genius and character of its own, and the 
phrase the “churchmanship of Virginia” has always had a definite con- 
notation. [There are those who would crystalize that churchmanship about 
the forms and uses of some one period, or about the supposed “position” 
taken by some person or group of persons. But the inherent vitality of 
the Church’s life in Virginia has persistently shown itself in a refusal to 
be so confined—in an insistent demand for expansion and adaptation. The 
seed of a strong evangelical inheritance has flowered in missionary en- 
terprises throughout the world and come back to us with the fruit of a 
missionary outlook. Our churchmanship is a definite loyalty to a Church 
that Jives and grows because she lives. Our “use” and ritual are perhaps 
less ornate but no less reverent than those prevailing elsewhere in the 
Church and even in their local variations express the flexibility that charac- 
terizes living things. We accept without question the Prayer Book as our 
liturgic authority and in our ritual have the immense advantage of an in- 
terpreting tradition. Let us maintain this position of loyalty to the Church’s 
liturgy and creeds, not in any spirit of separating superiority but in thank- 
fulness that God has “set our feet in a large room” where we may dwell 
as brethren of one household with men who may not see “eye to eye” with 
us, but have their place and part in the Church as well and truly as we. 

Phillips Brooks once said that there is no truth which comes to us which 
does not come hand in hand with a duty. . 

It is vain to profess a loyalty to the Church’s standards and then to 
refuse a share in the Church’s undertakings and responsibilities. Let this 
Diocese whatever may be its present accomplishments boldly put itself on 
record as having for its goal the privilege of taking its full share in the 
work undertaken for Christ by the whole Church acting in General Con- 
vention—and let us never be content till that is done. 

Nor can this goal be reached by resolutions or even by apportionments 
and quotas. We must build as our Lord built, from the ground up. He 
began with people—men and women—He said to his disciples, first of all, 
come!—and when they came and saw and heard and learned to know Him 
—RHe said—and not till then—go! Discipleship must always precede ef- 
fective apostleship. Personal pastoral presentation of Christ—the ministry 
of Andrew—the preaching of a living Gospel—the deepening of a sense of 
God’s presence through reverent worship—the healing ministry of a really 
Christian social service rendered to the whole community—these are a 
better preparation for an effective participation in the Church’s work than 
the most elaborate and carefully articulated system of campaigns and can- 
vasses. When men shall ask of us as they did of John, because of his 
preaching, “What shall we do then?”—our goal shall have been attained. 

Brethren of the Council, as I look into your faces, I see behind you the 
faces of your people—and among them the eager faces of those who very 
soon must stand where we do and take up our work. What are we doing 
in our Diocese to assure them of our love and interest—these young people 
of the Church? There is no question more vital than this in its bearing 
upon the future of our Diocese. Our work for young girls is fairly or- 
ganized, yet even so does not reach one-fifth part of our parishes. The 
Young People’s Fellowship is making a brave beginning—give it your sym- 
pathetic consideration. But what are we doing for our boys? The best 
work for boys can only be done by men—are the men of our Diocese alive 
to that responsibility? I commend to your earnest consideration the Brother- 
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hood of St. Andrew, both senior and junior, as a possible answer—or the 
beginning of an answer to that question. Surely no finer thing could be 
done in a congregation, large or small, than the formation of a little group 
of men committed to the effort to. bring other men—to bring our boys to 
know the courage and the kindness, the fairness and the strength and the 
fineness of Jesus, and so—to follow Him. 


And last of all I ask how these ideals of loyal Churchmanship, cor- 
porate service, and the calling of Christ’s children may be brought about? 
Only as we cease to look every man upon his own things and begin to look 
upon the things of others—as St. Paul says. Individualism is essentially 
selfishness—Parochialism is essentially selfishness—and even diocesanism 
may become selfish too. The united co-operative devotion of this Diocese 
to the attainment of its goal in any undertaking would—may I not say will 
—assure success. 

May God give us grace, one and all, to dedicate ourselves anew to 
His service—body, soul and spirit, that His will may be done—and in this 
old Diocese we love—His kingdom come.

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APPENDIX D. 
Report oF ARCHDEACON RUSSELL 


To the Rt. Rev. Arthur C. Thomson, D.D., Bishop of Southern Virginia: 


May grace, mercy and peace from God our Father and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ, be given you in abundant measure in your increased responsi- 
bilities. 

Through God’s mercy and gracious favor, I am again permitted to 
make my annual report of stewardship over God’s people in this part of 
His vineyard, Southern Virginia. The Colored Work of the Church for 
the most part has held its own, with here and there a particularly bright 
spot. On the whole there has been some progress, noticeably in spiritual 
matters, loyalty, etc. Our services continue to improve in orderliness and 
in carrying out the prescribed forms of worship. I am very much gratified 
at the progress made in this particularly. No new churches have been built, 
but several of our houses of worship have had extensive repairs made, such 
as new roofs at Ascension, Palmer’s Springs, and St. Matthew’s, South Hill. 
Two others have been painted and otherwise brightened up. Generally 
speaking the physical condition of all of our church properties is good. 

One year ago the Convocation for Colored Work adopted the slogan, 
“Five Years and Self-Support.”’ We are making headway rather slowly 
on account of unfavorable crops and financial conditons. Southern Virginia 
is largely rural, consequently in bad crop years and low prices for farm 
products, we feel the pinch and the effect is reflected in smaller offerings. 
I suggested the creation of a sinking fund of $25,000 to meet this emergency. 
If we had this fund, we could use it to bridge the financial chasm caused 
by poor crop years like last year. It is inevitable that these shortages, the 
result of causes beyond the control of rural dwellers, will always happen 
as a consequent of poor crop years, unless some provision is made to take 
care of these periods of leanness, hence our suggestion for a sinking fund. 
We have found it a difficult job to raise funds to pay the modest salaries 
of our poorly paid clergy. A fund, say of even $1,000.00, could have been 
used wisely and would have done much towards paying the salaries of our 
clergy this past year. 

There is considerable unrest at this time, I am sorry to say, among 
our clergy over this very matter: lack of adequate salary and lack of prompt- 
ness in paying monthly stipends for at least two months in the year. I[ 
wish to say, however, in this connection, that a part of this negligence in 
the prompt payment of salaries is due to those in charge of raising this 
money, in our churches and missions, but this explanation fails to satisfy 
the wives and children of the clergy who are dependent upon them for sup- 
port and must suffer when stipends are not raised. 

Our confirmations this year approximate 150. Eleven colored clergy- 
men of the Diocese are doing all in their power to help the Archdeacon to 
keep open the doors of our 28 churches and missions. Six of these are in 
city churches and the remaining five in rural, small town and village 
churches. Our work is not distributed equitably. Some of our clergy are 
carrying an entirely too heavy load. We need a more equitable distribu- 
tion of work. To effect this, though, we must have more men and more 
means. This is an imperative need. New missions could be started in 
several localities right now, if we had the men and means. ‘There never 
was a time when the outlook for effective church work among Negroes was 
better than now. With the increase of education among us, most of the. 
old unfounded prejudice against the Church, due to ignorance, has disap- 
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peared, and the mind of the Negro is now more open. I see evidences of 
this almost daily in the increased attendance of non-church people upon our 
services and the increasing good feeling and spirit of Christian fellowship 
existing. Our clergy are frequently asked to preach in non-church pulpits 
_and officiate at funerals and marriages. In all of our churches and mis- 
sions non-church people attend our services, contribute in the offertory and 
co-operate with us in various way. When we. have convocations and other 
gatherings where entertainment is necessary, non-church people open their 
homes to us and help to entertain the gatherings. This is especially true 
of the rural districts. 

I am hopeful that the future will show more signs of improvement. I 
am convinced that brighter days must soon appear and remove the possible 
contingency of having to lose some of our best workers on account of the 
inadequacy of the support.

January 28, 1930. 


To the Thirty-eighth Annual Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Six meetings of the Executive Board were held during the past counciliar 
year; namely, on January 24, February 19, April 2, June 18, September 10, 
1929, and January 14, 1930. 

Matters referred from Council: 


1. Canon VII of the Executive Board. (1929 Journal, p. 35.) | 
It was directed that the revised canon be included in the minutes of 
the Executive Board. 


2. Resolutions in re Chatham Hall. (1929 Journal, p. 30.) 

These resolutions were incorporated in the minutes of the Executive 
Board and a committee appointed to present a petition to the National Council 
for an appropriation of $9,000.00 for Missionary Work in this Diocese. 
Bishop Tucker announced his intention of accompanying the committee to 
New York. 

The Bishop reported ,at the meeting of February 19 that his mission to 
the National Council asking for an appropriation of $9,000.00 for Southern 
Virginia resulted in a gift of $2,500.00 through the Rev. Dr. Percy Silver 
of the Church of the Incarnation, New York, and $6,500.00 promised by 
the National Council, and requested that this sum be appropriated to the 
following items:

The Board directed that the $9,000.00 be paid to the items of the budget 
as listed above and that these amounts be deducted from like amounts pre- 
viously appropriated to these causes. 

The Board directed the Secretary to write to the Rev. Dr. Silver, ex- 
tending to him the very hearty thanks of the Board for the contribution he 
secured for Missionary Work in the Diocese of Southern Virginia. 

The following resolutions were also adopted: 


“Be it resolved, That the Executive Board, pursuant to action of 
the Diocesan Council, appropriate the sum of $9,000.00 to Chatham Hall 
for the purpose of paying interest items due or paid during the period 
July 1, 1928, to July 1, 1929, this amount to be paid from the current 
receipts of the Church’s Program. 

“Resolved further, That this amount be paid to the Treasurer of 
Chatham Hall as per a schedule of interest payments to be prepared by 
the Executive Committee of Chatham Hall and furnished to the Treas- 
urer of this Board.” 


_ April 2, 1929. In reply to a request from the Treasurer for instruc- 
tions as to interest payments on notes of Chatham Hall, the Board author- 
ized the Treasurer to make interest payments on Chatham notes as per the 
schedule furnished by Chatham Hall, in amounts not to exceed $750.00 per 
month. 

June 18, 1929. The Secretary presented to the Board a questionnaire 
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from the National Council concerning the renewal of the appropriation of 
$6,500.00 from the National Council and asked for instructions, and was 
directed to ask for an appropriation of $6,500.00 for 1930. 


3. Resolutions concerning employment of an Executive Secretary and 
Diocesan Missioner. (1929 Council Journal, page 38.) 


“Resolved, That the Board employ an Executive Secretary and 
Diocesan Missioner, his duties to be determined by the Board. 


“Resolved, That the Rev. Norman E. Taylor be elected Executive 
Secretary and Diocesan Missioner. 


“Resolved, That the Bishop appoint a committee to work out the 
details of this office and the duties of the Executive Secretary and 
Diocesan Missioner with Mr. Taylor.” 


4. Resolutions with reference to the present attitude of the Church 
towards the Negro question. (1929 Council Journal, page 31.) 

On January 14, 1930, the Rev. Dr. Carter presented the report of his 
committee. The Board requested that this report as submitted be made to 
Council. (Exhibit A.) (See Minutes.) 


5. Resolutions concerning the reorganization of the Diocesan Mission- 
ary Society. (1929 Journal, pages 33, 34, 39.) 
The following was adopted: 


“Resolved, That the Diocesan Missionary Society, which was estab- 
lished in the old undivided Diocese of Virginia, one hundred years ago, 
be and is hereby reconstituted in the Diocese of Southern Virginia. 

“That the Society shall consist of all baptized members of the Church. 

“That the Bishop of the Diocese shall be the president of the So- 
ciety with authority to appoint such officers as he may think advisable.” 


THE 1929 PROGRAM 


January 24, 1929. It being ascertained that the sum of $55,000.00 might 
be assumed as the total pledges from the churches to date, the Treasurer 
of the Church’s Program was, on motion, authorized to make pro rata pay- 
ments to all objects of the budget amounting to 70% of each item of the 
eae The budget for 1929, as adopted by the Board, was, therefore, as 
ollows:

The Bishop, with such assistance as he desires, was requested to prepare 
a letter to be sent to all churches which have not subscribed in full, or at 
all, to the 1929 Program; this letter to be signed by all the members of the 
Executive Board. 
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The assignment to members of the Executive Board of churches behind 
in their pledges for following up was referred to the Bishops and the Execu- 
tive Secretary. 

April 2, 1929. The Executive Secretary was directed to prepare blank 
financial statements with explanary slips to be filled in and sent regularly 
to all churches in the Diocese in order to encourage more systematic payment 
of pledges to the Program. 

April 2, 1929. The Rev. Norman E. Taylor was elected treasurer of 
the Church’s Program, effective July 1, and Mr. T. W. Mathews was in- 
formed as to this action. 

January 14, 1930. The report of the Treasurer of the Church’s Program 
Funds for 1929 to January 13, 1930, was received, and, on motion, accepted. 
It was moved that in accordance with Canon VI, Section 2, the books of 
the Treasurer of the Diocese and the books of the Treasurer of the Church’s 
Program Funds for the fiscal year be audited by a certified public ‘account- 
ant and that the expense of these audits be assigned to the respective ac- 
counts examined. Motion adopted. 

The Treasurer was instructed to send to the National Council on the 
16th of January the amount due on the 1929 pledge of Southern Virginia 
to the General Church Program, borrowing whatever. is necessary from 
funds turned over by the Witherspoon estate. 


THE 1930 PROGRAM 


April 2, 1929. Bishop Tucker appointed the Committee on the 1930 
Program to consist of the following persons: Dr. H. H. Covington, Dr. E.

September 10. The Board approved the plan of this committee as finally 
adopted and published in the folder for general distribution.

January 14, 1930. The Secretary reported 82 churches with total quotas 
amounting to $67,815.00 as having pledged $50,329.00 to the 1930 Program, ~ 
and 25 churches with total quotas amounting to $10,435.00 as having not 
yet replied.

but no distribution shall be made to any beneficiary in excess of the 
amount provided in the budget without the express approval of the 
Executive Board.” 


In reply to certain objections raised against the action, it was stated 
that it was the sense of the Board that some method should and would be 
found to protect the stipends of the clergy and church workers in this 
Diocese who depend on the Board of Missions for their partial support; 
but this should not be done by withholding funds from the work of the 
National Council. 


THE DiocesAN BoArD OF MISSIONS > 


Acting as the Diocesan Board of Missions, the Board in January, 1929, 
made appropriations which are summarized as follows:

Replying to a petition from the Colored Convocation, the Board agreed 
to pay the Colored Convocation one-twelfth of $7,300.00 until the sum of 
$5,000.00 has been paid, the Colored Convocation undertaking the responsi- 
bility of raising the balance of $2,300.00 for their own work. 

At the September meeting, the Treasurer reported a possible deficit of 
$569.04, but was authorized to proceed according to the estimate presented. 

In January, 1930, the Treasurer was directed to request the Treasurer 
of the Trustees of the Funds of the Diocese to remit any income balance 
which should be used for Diocesan Missions.

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It was the sense of the Board that appropriations should be designated 
to the field rather than to the person working in the field. 

Because of the fact that the Treasurer of the Church’s Program Funds 
is instructed to make monthly pro rata payments to the beneficiaries of 
the Program budget, the Colored Convocation was informed that their 
$5,000.00 would be paid in twelve equal installments. 

The financial statement of the Diocesan Board of Missions is attached 
to this report as Exhibit B. 


THE CHARLES D. WITHERSPOON ESTATE 


At the meeting of April 2, 1929, Col. James Mann reported to the 
Board the result of his investigation of the will of the late Charles D. 
Witherspoon, wherein the Diocese of Southern Virginia and Chatham 
Hall are listed among the beneficiaries. The following motions relating 
to this report were adopted: 


1. Resolved, That James Mann, Chancellor of the Diocese of 
Southern Virginia, acting on behalf of this Board, be and he is hereby 
authorized and empowered to consent in the name of the Diocese of 
Southern Virginia to the distribution in kind of the preferred and 
common stock of American Hardware Company, Inc., left under the 
will of the late Charles D. Witherspoon to the Diocese and others. 


2. Resolved, That Col. Mann be authorized to proceed in the set- 
tlement of the provisions of the will as affecting the Diocesan Board 
of Missions. 


Bishop Tucker expressed his appreciation of the work of the Chancellor 
in representing the interests of the Diocese in this matter. 

September 10, 1929. Col. James Mann moved that a committee be ap- 
pointed to work out and suggest a plan for the use of the proceeds from the 
legacy of the late Charles D. Witherspoon for missions. The motion was 
adopted and the chair appointed Col. James Mann, Mr. C. W. Grandy 
and the Rev. Dr. Wm. A. Brown. 

Reporting for the committee on the Witherspoon legacy, Col. Mann rec- 
ommended that the money and stock obtained from this legacy be used as 
a revolving fund by the Board of Missions. The report of the committee 
was received but no action taken. 


COMMITTEE ON FINANCE 


Acting as the Committee on Finance, the Board at the January, 1930, 
meeting recommended a Diocesan budget for 1930 which is attached to this 
report as Exhibit C. (See Minutes.) 


OTHER ACTS 


January, 1930. Appointed a committee, consisting of Bishop Thomson, 
Col. James Mann and Mr. C. W. Grandy to investigate the status of all 
funds in which the Diocese is interested and to report back facts and rec- 
ommendations. The committee was empowered to take such immediate 
steps as in their judgment seems necessary. 

Reduced the number of issues of The Diocesan Record per annum from 
eleven to four. 

Sent resolutions of appreciation to Mr. T. W. Mathews for the faithful 
services rendered by him as Treasurer of the Church Program Funds for 
ten years. 

Directed that one of its standing committees be elected each year as 
a major committee. 
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Instructed the Secretary to request all Diocesan organizations to report 
for record in the Diocesan office the dates of all meetings and conventions. 

Sent regrets to the vestry of the Epiphany, Norfolk, and to the vestry 
of Newport Parish, Isle of Wight County, that owing to lack of funds the 
Board is unable to make appropriations for their work. 

Instructed the Secretary to submit to Council the report of the Treasurer 
of the Church’s Program Funds for 1929 (Exhibit D) and summarized state- 
ment of campaign expenses and Diocesan office (Exhibit E).

To the Bishop and Council: 


On April the first, 1929, I began my duties as full time Executive Sec- 
retary and Diocesan Missioner.

The duties of the Executive Secretary included the editing of the Diocesan 
Record. 

Much of the time has been spent in carrying out the instructions of the 
Committee on the Church’s Program.

Annuat Report or Boys’ Home, Inc. ror THE YEAR 1929 


January 29, 1930. 


To the Bishop and Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the request of the Bishop we present the following 
condensed report of the affairs of Boys’ Home for the year: 1929: 


Physical conditions at the Home have never been so good. Improvements 
making for health and comfort have been accomplished and the land and 
buildings are generally in good order. There are, however, certain 
definite physical needs, namely, first, a gymnasium, which it now seems 
will soon be built by means chiefly of an excellent gift of our friend, Mr. 
John W. Craddock, of Lynchburg; second, a chapel at the new village where 
our services are now held in the dining hall—such a chapel we hope can 
be erected to the memory of the late Bishop Randolph; third, recitation 
rooms for the day school and offices for administration. The day school is 
now housed in a dormitory and our office is inadequately placed in a small 
room of another dormitory. 


Intellectual conditions at the Home are not good. This is chiefly be- 
cause of the inefficient but costly arrangement for our day school upon a 
co-operative plan with public school authorities. The Home is being made 
to undergo heavy expense for the education of its wards, who are entitled 
to public school privileges without cost. This condition should be improved. 


Spiritual conditions leave much to be hoped for, especially because of 
the difficulty we have in procuring Episcopal men and women for our staff; 
but the total condition is not bad, since most of our boys have been con- 
firmed and our entire personnel is attentive to its duty to the Church. Each 
year our Diocesan Assessment and our pledge to the Field Work is paid. 
For 1929 the boys paid thirty-seven-and-one-half per cent more than their 
pledge, and this pledge has been increased by forty per cent for 1930. 


Financially, the Home, despite curtailment of its regular appropria- 
tions, has prospered, and in a year when many similar schools accumulated 
a deficit, Boys’ Home added in 1929 to its net worth the sum of $21,867.95, 
so that its present net worth, one-half of which is, an asset of the Diocese 
of Southern Virginia, is $198,153.13, exclusive of wills already probated 
that will add the sum of about two hundred thousand dollars. The total 
indebtedness has been reduced from more than $119,000 to $61,941.28, and 
the endowment is $30,687.50. T'wo copies of the auditor’s report for 1929 
are submitted herewith. 


In conclusion and in behalf of this department of the work of the Church, 
I venture to call attention to the harmful effect of the policy of excluding 
from your Journal all reports of institutions. That tends to suffocate your 
schools and discourage support. It may be necessary to limit the space for 
such printed matter, even possibly to one page for each school; but it ap- 
pears to be poor policy to eliminate them entirely. 


With earnest assurance of our loyal zeal for the whole work of the 
Church, of which we recognize that ours is but a part, this report is re- 
spectfully submitted in gratitude for the support of this Council.

The outstanding accomplishment of the Woman’s Auxiliary of this 
Diocese for the past year has been working with the Executive Committee 
—Rev. H. H. Covington, honorary chairman; Mrs. Walter Whichard, 
chairman; Col. James Mann, vice-chairman; Mr. C. Wiley Grandy, chair- 
man of special gifts; Mrs. Frank Holladay, secretary; Mr. W. B. Baldwin, 
treasurer, and Mrs. Frank Darling, Mrs. Charles R. Grandy to raise funds 
for the Maria Washington Tucker Memorial College to be builded at Jack- 
son-Feild Home.

. Woman’s Auxiliary 


The Diocese of Southern Virginia is divided into three districts, 100 
branches, 2,524 members, and the Colored Convocation. ‘The first, second 
and third vice-president presiding over each district respectively, arrang- 
ing a spring convocational meeting when every phase of the Auxiliary work 
is discussed. 

There is held a winter District Educational Conference, arranged and 
presided over by the Educational Secretary and district chairman. 


The Colored Convocation is composed of 26 branches of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, 245 members, presided over by a chairman who reports from 
the Convocation to the annual meeting. These branches donate to their 
annual convocational meeting, to the Virginia Morgan scholarship, rural 
colored work, Brownley School in Liberia and the U. T. O. Mrs. C. E. 
Smith, Lunenburg is the chairman. ‘The Colored Convocation had an Edu- 
cational Conference in Lawrenceville last year and plan to make this an 
annual thing at the time of the Summer School of Religious Education. 
The entire organization is represented at the annual meeting, each branch 
sending a delegate, if numbering over 100 members, sending two. Five 
representatives came from the Colored Convocation. 


The Department of Religious Education reports growth. An increas- 
ing number of study classes and several clergy ordered the prescribed course 
‘for classes for their vestrymen. 


The demand for the Lending Library was so great that five sets of 
the $5 Lending Library have been ordered. This library is available ,on 
request (carrying charges the only cost) to Mrs. C. F. Ruan, 405 Fillmore 
Street, Petersburg, Educational Secretary. The Secretary would appreciate 
gifts of books to enlarge this library. 


On the educational program last year the auxiliary by a gift of $50 
made it possible for the boys and girls to attend the Summer School of Re- 
ligious Education at St. Paul’s School, Lawrenceville, also paid $50 towards 
a scholarship at St. Paul’s School, and $50 towards a scholarship at the 
Bishop Tuttle School, Raleigh, N. C. The sum of $360, known as the 
Program Advance Work Special Diocesan Corporate Gift is given for work 
among students at William and Mary College. 


An additional gift of $100 is sent to Rev. John Bentley for special 
entertainment of our boys and girls at this college. 


For the coming year $50 will be set aside for entertainment of the girls 
at Farmville State College. 


Supply work in money values was $1,260.28. The following boxes were 
sent: ; 

Six to Boys’ Home, Covington. 

Forty-four to Laramie, Wyo., (orphanage). 

Five to St. Paul’s School, N. C. a 

Two to Liberia. 

Six personal boxes were sent: two to Porto Rico, one Philippine Islands, 
two South Dakota, one to China. ; 

The United Thank Offering, that wonderful expression of prayer, praise 
and gifts, stated in monies was $5,114.74. 

For the Corporate Gift we received $537.00. This National Gift from 
the women of the church built a church in Santo Domingo and one in 
Panama, paid for a water supply at Ethete, Wyoming, and built a dor- 
mitory at Christ School, Arden, N. C. 

The Diocesan Pantry has proven a great help to our community houses 
and more provisions are sent each year. 

Our great interest in Chatham Hall is partly expressed by the pay- 
ment of $300 towards a scholarship. 
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The chairman of Altar Linens reports ten sets on hand. Any church 
in need of linen, not able to furnish it, is asked to write to Mrs. A. S. Eley, 
109 Bosley Avenue, Suffolk. 

The Jackson-Feild Home received $2,119.00. There are 28 girls at 
the Home. 17 are clothed by the auxiliary branches, two others by branches 
in North Carolina. $312.00 received from the Loulie Taylor Letcher Me- 
morial Fund takes care of a girl at the Home, and $600 from this fund is 
sent to Kyoto, Japan, for scholarship at St. Agnes School. $26 is given 
for expense of domestic help at Dabney House. 

Special gifts of money, hospital supplies, second-hand clothes and pantry 
supplies are sent to our community houses, Dabney House, Phoebe Anne, 
Clarkton and the Fork. 

$1,127.65 in cash ($142 in pledges) was raised for St. Luke’s Hospital, 
Tokyo, Japan. 

Two new departments were created this year at the request of the 
National Council. Committee on Recruiting, Mrs. Edmund Lee, Chatham 
Hall, chairman; on Rural Work, Mrs. A. E. Ewell, Lynnhaven, chairman. 

Three delegates represented the auxiliary at the meeting of the Pro- 
vincial Synod in Harrisburg in October. 

We are glad to report growth and increasing interest in every line of: 
our work. There were 41 standard branches this year. 

Two hundred and forty delegates and visitors present at the annual 
meeting held in St. Luke’s Norfolk, was the largest number we have ever 
had. The keynote topics at this meeting were “Japan” and “Our Diocese.” 

The Daughters of the King, the Girls’ Friendly Society and the Church 
Periodical Club report from their respective organizations at the annual 
meeting of the Auxiliary.

There are now seven chapters of the Daughters of the King in the 
Diocese, with a membership of eighty-eight. All of these chapters are in 
Norfolk and Portsmouth in the following churches: Christ Church, St. Paul’s, 
St. Peter’s, St. Andrew’s, Ascension, Epiphany, Norfolk and Trinity, Ports- 
mouth. 

No new chapters have been organized during the past year but our Ex- 
tension Secretary feels encouraged in that there is a prospect of two chap- 
ters being organized soon, one in St. John’s, Hampton; the other in the 
Church of the Advent at Ocean View. 

Regular meetings of chapters are held either weekly, bi-monthly or 
monthly. There is generally some form of Bible study at these meetings 
in addition to the devotional service and the regular conduct of business. 

Some chapters have small dues but funds are mostly raised by voluntary 
and thanksgiving offerings. 

There are four united meetings held during the year and on February 
2nd there is held in some church a service for the presentation of the Self- 
Denial Fund which has been used for missionary purposes. 

At some date (usually in April) appointed by the Bishop, there is held 
the Annual Local Assembly. At this meeting annual reports of chapters are 
made and Diocesan officers are elected. The following was reported at 
the last Assembly: 


3396 visits were made to the sick, the stranger, the shut-in, in homes, hos- 
pitals and institutions. 
375 bouquets of flowers and 
60 baskets of fruit were given to the sick. 
303 garments were given to the needy. 
278 magazines were distributed. 


In addition, baskets of groceries were given to needy families at Thanks- 
giving and Christmas. 

Children have been cared for so that their mothers could attend church 
services. 

Adults and children have been brought to baptism and to confirmation. 
Services have been held in the homes of the shut-in and the sick. 

Many strangers have been spoken to before and after church services. 

The above figures do not by any means cover all work done, as all 
chapters do not keep itemized records of their work. 

Nearly all members are active in all branches of women’s work of the 
church. 

The two rules of the order are prayer and service.

‘This chapel is built 
on the site of the frame church of 1617, in which met on July 30th, 1619, 
the first representative legislative assembly ever to convene in America; 
and also on the site of the first brick church, built in 1639, the tower of 
which still stands, “long relics of the past.” ‘These services are permitted 
through the courtesy of the Association For the Preservation of Virginia 
Antiquities, which owns the chapel and the surrounding grounds, and are 
held for tourists that come in considerable numbers. ‘The addresses are 
brief and informal and are of an historical and patriotic nature, emphasiz- 
ing, faith, loyalty and patriotism as taught by the hallowed scenes and 
sacred memories associated with the planting of the English church and 
English civilization on this continent. On the third Sunday after Trinity 
each year, being the anniversary of the first communion held in Virginia, 
the Holy Communion is celebrated at the Robert Hunt Memorial Shrine. 
This shrine is erected’ on the summit of the old fortifications overlooking 
the James River. 

Over ten thousand tourists visited Jamestown Island last year. In ad- 
dition to the regular services held by Rev. John B. Bentley on Sunday after- 
noons at the Robert Hunt Shrine or in the restored church at Jamestown, 
we are frequently called upon to hold additional services for various or- 
ganizations visiting Jamestown Island, on which occasions brief addresses 
are given, recounting the events with which the Island is associated.

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CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 
PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
IN THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA IN THE 


DIOCESE OF SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 
Adopted June 8th, 1893, and as since amended. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Diocese of Southern Virginia consists of the following coun- 
ties in the State of Virgiina: 

Accomac, Amelia, Appomattox, Brunswick, Buckingham, ‘Char- 
lotte, Chesterfield, Cumberland, Dinwiddie, Elizabeth City, Greens- 
ville, Halifax, Isle of Wight, James City, Lunenburg, Meckienburg, 
Nansemond, Norfolk, Northampton, Nottoway, Pittsylvania, Powha- 
tan, Prince Edward, Princess Anne, Prince George, Southampton, 
Surry, Sussex, Warwick and York, and has been declared a con- 
stituent part of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
of America, and, having acceded to and adopted the Constitution of 
that Church, acknowledges its authority accordingly. 


ARTICLE II. 


There shall be a Council of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in this Diocese on the fourth Tuesday in January every year, at such 
place within the Diocese as shall be designated by the Council at its 
regular meeting of the previous year. But in the event of the exist- 
ence of a cause rendering it necessary or expedient to change the 
place so designated, or the time, or both, the Bishop, or, if there be 
no Bishop, the Standing Committee, may order a change of place, or 
time of meeting, or both, upon giving by circular letter four weeks’ 
notice thereof to the clergy entitled to seats and to the Parishes, 
Separate Congregations and Organized Missions entitled to Lay rep- 
resentation in the Council. 

ARTICLE III. 


The Bishop. or, if there be no Bishop, the Standing Committee, 
shall have power to call a Special Council and to name the time and 
place thereof. The Clergy entitled to seats and the Parishes, Sep- 
arate Congregations and Organized Missions entitled to representation 
in such Council shall be notified by circular letter at least four weeks 
previous to the time appointed, of such call, and also of the purpose 
for which said Council-is called, and no business shall be transacted 
at any such Council other than that stated in the notice. 


ARTIVLE IV. 


1. The Council shall be composed of the Bishop, and Bishop 
Coadjutor, and Suffragan Bishop, if there be such, and of Clergy 
and Laity. 

2. The Clergy entitled to membership in the Council shall be as 
follows: All ministers of this Church, canonically settled in Parishes 
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or Separate Congregations of this Diocese; all Professors and Teach- 
ers in any Theological Seminary of this Church who are canonically 
connected with this Diocese; all Chaplains in the Army and Navy 
who are canonically connected with this Diocese; and all Ministers 
of this Church canonically connected with this Diocese who may be 
performing missionary or other clerical functions under the direction 
of the Ecclesiastical Authority thereof; provided that all such Min- 
isters who may be prevented, by age or infirmity, from exercising 
their clerical functions, and who were so canonically settled or en- 
titled to membership in the Council at the time of their disability, 
shall not be deprived of their membership by reason of their infirmity 
or disability; provided, also, that no Clergyman who has not been 
canonically connected with the Diocese for the six months preceding 
the meeting of the Council, and no Clergyman under ecclesiastical cen- 
sure, shall be entitled to membership in the Council; and provided 
further, that only those colored Ministers now canonically settled in 
this Diocese who were members of the Council of the Diocese of 
Virginia on the 17th day of May, 1889, and two Clerical Delegates 
from the colored missionary jurisdiction of this Diocese as the same 
now is or may hereafter be constituted by canon, shall be entitled to 
membership in the Council. 


3. The Laity entitled to membership in the Council shall be 
communicants of this Church, as follows: The Chancellor of the Dio- 
cese and the Treasurer of the Diocese, by virtue of their offices; and 
one lay delegate from each Parish, Separate Congregation or Or- 
ganized Mission, but in case any Parish or Separate Congregation or 
Organized Mission shall have more than one hundred communicants, 
such Parish or Separate Congregation or Organized Mission shall be 
entitled to two lay delegates; provided, that no Parish, Separate Con- 
gregation or Organized Mission which has not paid its assessment for 
Diocesan Expenses for the previous year shall be entitled to lay rep- 
resentation; provided, that only two colored Lay Delegates, to be 
chosen by the Colored Missionary Jurisdiction of this Diocese as the 
Same now is, or may hereafter be, constituted by canon, shall be 
entitled to membership in the Council; and provided further, that 
no person who is not a stated worshipper in the Parish or Congrega- 
tion which he is chosen to represent, and no person under ecclesias- 
tical process or censure, shall be entitled to membership in the Council. 


ARTICLE V. 


Fifteen members of the Clerical Order and Lay Delegates from 
fifteen Parishes, or Separate Congregations shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business, but a smaller number may adjourn. 


ARTICLE VI. 


In all matters before the Council the Clergy and Laity shall de- 
liberate in one body, and the action of a majority shall give validity 
to any measure; but when five members require it, or Where pro- 
vided for by. the Constitution or Canons of the Church, there shall 
be a vote by orders. When a vote by orders is taken each Parish 
and Separate Congregation shall have one vote, and a majority of 
the votes of the Clergy present and of the Parishes, Separate Con- 
gregations and Organized Missions represented shall be necessary to 
a decision. 
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ARTICLE VII. 


The election of a Bishop or Bishop Coadjutor, or of a Suffragan 
Bishop of this Diocese shall be at a regular annual meeting of the 
Council or at a special meeting called for the purpose, and where a 
special meeting is called for such purpose, notice thereof shall be given 
as hereinbefore provided. 

2. In the election, the vote shall be by ballot and by orders, a 
concurrent majority of the two orders being necessary to a choice; 
provided, that two-thirds of all the Clergy entitled to vote and Lay 
Delegates from two-thirds of all the Parishes, Separate Congrega- 
tions and Organized Missions entitled to representation be present, 
otherwise two-thirds of the votes of each order present shall be neces- 
sary to a choice. . 

ARTICLE VIII. 


The Bishop shall be the President of the Council. It shall be his 
duty to give the Council annually a report of his official acts and a 
general view of the state of the Church; and he may declare his views 
on any subject after it has been discussed, before a vote thereon. The 
Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, shall preside in the Council in the 
absence of the Bishop. 

ARTICLE IX. 


In case of a vacancy in the Episcopal office, the Council immedi- 
ately upon its assembling, shall choose by joint ballot a President 
from among the order of Presbyters, who shall remain in office until 
the next annual Council, or until the next election of a President. 
And in case neither the Bishop nor the Bishop Coadjutor should be 
present at any meeting of the Council, it shall elect, by ballot, a Presi- 
dent pro tempore. 

ARTICLE X. 


The Council shall elect annually a Secretary, who shall continue 
in office until his successor is elected. He shall perform such duties 
as the Council may, by canon or otherwise, require. 


The Secretary shall appoint, with the approval of the President 
of the Council, an Assistant Secretary, upon whom, whenever there 
shall be a vacancy in the office of Secretary, the duties thereof shall 
devolve; and if there should be a vacancy in the office of both Secre- 
tary and his Assistant, the duties of the Secretary shall devolve upon 
such person as the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, the Standing 
Committee, may appoint. 

ARTICLE XI. 


The Council shall elect annually a Treasurer, who shall be 2 
communicant of this Church, and who shall continue ip. office until 
his successor is elected. He shall perform such duties as the Counci! 
may, by canon or otherwise, require. 


In case of a vacancy in the office by the death or resignation of 
the Treasurer, or in case of misconduct, incapacity, or refusal or 
failure to discharge the duties of his office, during the recess of the 
Council, the Bishop, or if there be no Bisnop, the Standing Committee, 
may fill the said vacancy or remove the said Treasurer, and appoint 
a Treasurer pro tempore, who shall take into his custody all money 
and other property, and all books and papers belonging to the 
said office, and discharge the duties’ thereof until the election of a 
Treasurer by the Council. 
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ARTICLE XII. 


The Council shall elect annually an officer to be called the Chan- 
cellor of the Diocese who shall be a communicant of this Church, and 
continue in office until his successor is elected. He shall be the legal 
adviser of the Bishop, and of the Standing Committee, and to him 
shall be referred for advice and, when requisite, for action, all legal 
questions affecting the property of the Diocese, the validity of its 
action in regard thereto, or any other legal question affecting its 
interests and welfare. 

ARTICLE XIII. 


The Council shall elect annually an officer to be called the Regis- 
ter of the Diocese, who shall continue in office until his successor is 
elected. His duty shall be to receive and keep up all documents and 
papers referring to the history of the Diocese. He shall make a re- 
port to the Council at each annual meeting. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


The Council shall elect annually by ballot a Standing Committee 
consisting of six members, three of whom shall be of the Clerical 
Order entitled to membership in the Council, and three of the Lay 
Order who shall be communicants of the Church in this Diocese, in 
good standing. They shall continue in office until their successors 
are elected, and any vacancy occurring by death or otherwise, shall 
be filled by the remaining Clerical and Lay members. 


The Standing Committee shall have all the authority conferred 
upon it by the Constitution and Canons of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, and in addition thereto 
shall have such authority and perform such duties as may be pre- 
scribed by the Canons of this Diocese. 


ARTICLE XV. 


The boundaries and limits of the Parishes in this Diocese as 
established by law prior to May 18, 1785, except so far as they 
have since been changed or modified by the Convention or Council 
of the Diocese of Virginia, shall continue, subject to such changes, 
alterations and additions as may from time to time be made by the 
Council of this Diocese under such rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by Canon; and the Separate Congregations and Missions 
in any of said Parishes as they existed in the Diocese shall continue 
as such, subject also to such rules and regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by canon. The Council may provide by canon for the admis- 
sion of new. Parishes, Separate Congregations, or Organized Missions 
into union with the Church in this Diocese. 


Every Parish, Separate Congregation, Organized Mission and 
Mission Church within this Diocese, as now constituted and organized, 
or which may hereafter be constituted and organized, shall be bene- 
fited and bound equally by every rule and canon which shall be 
framed by any Council acting under this constitution, for the ZOv- 
ernment of this Church. 

ARTICLE XVI. 


This constitution shall not be altered except in the following 
manner: The proposed alteration or amendment shall be submitted 
in writing to the annual Council, and if approved by a majority of 
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each order, shall lie over to the next annual Council, and if then 
adopted by a majority of each order, such alteration or amendment 
shall become valid and obligatory; provided, that if less than two- 
thirds of the Clergy entitled to vote, and Lay Delegates from less 
than two-thirds of the Parishes, Separate Congregations and Organ- 
ized Missions entitled to representattion, be present at the final vote, 
then two-thirds of those present and voting of each order shall be 
necessary for its final adoption. 


CANONS 


OF THE 
PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
IN THE 


DIOCESE OF SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 


Adopted June 10th, 1893, and as since amended. 


CANON I. 
Of a list to be made of the Ministers in the Diocese. 


Section 1. Within one week before each stated meeting of the 
Council of this Diocese, the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, the 
Standing Committee, shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list 
of all the Clergy of the Protestant Episcopal Church, canonically 
resident in this Diocese with the names of their respective cures, or 
of their stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, or 
other Seminaries of learning in which they are engaged, or, in regard 
to those who have no cure, or not engaged in Missions or Institu- 
tions of learning, as above, their places of residence only and he shall 
specify in said list those who are entitled to membership in the Coun- 
cil. And such list, corrected as hereinafter mentioned shall be laid 
before the Council on the first day of meeting, and the names of 
the Clergy shall be called therefrom. The said list shall be pre- 
fixed by the Secretary to the Journal, and by him shall be transmitted 
to the Secretary of the General Convention. 

Section 2. The list of the Clergy of this Diocese, so prepared 
by the Bishop or Standing Committee, and corrected according to 
the changes which may occur, whether by death, ordination, disci- 
pline, or canonical removals from or admissions into this Diocese shall 
be prima facie evidence of a Clergyman’s canonical connection with 
this Diocese, but no Clergyman, while suspended from the Ministry 
shall have a place on said list. 

Section 3. The right of any Clergyman to membership in the 
Council shall, if questioned, be determined according to.the provisions 
of the Constitution and Canons by the Council itself. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Clergy to attend every 
meeting of the Council of this Diocese; and any Clergyman who 
fails to attend shall make his excuse to the Bishop. 
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CANON II. 
Of Lay Delegates and the evidence of their appointment. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of each Parish, Separate Congre- 
gation and Organized Mission in union with the Church in this Dio- 
cese, to send to the Council the number of Lay Delegates to which 
it may be entitled. The Delegates shall be chosen by the Vestries 
or, if there be no Vestry, by the qualified voters of the Parish or 
Congregation. 

Section 2. The election of Lay Delegates to the Council of this 
Diocese shall be certified in duplicate by the Rector, and the Register 
or one of the Wardens of the Parish or Congregation, or if there be 
no Rector, by one of the Wardens and the Register; and if there be 
no Vestry, the certificate shall be signed by the Rector, if there be 
one, or if there be no Rector, by the persons who conducted the 
election. 


Section 3. The certificate of election shall be as follows:

But the Council shall have the right, if it deem proper, to receive 
other evidence of election when such certificate has been lost, or is 
not in proper form. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the proper officer or officers 
of each Parish or Congregation to furnish the Delegates chosen a 


certificate of his election, and to transmit a duplicate thereof to the - 


Secretary of the Council as soon after the election as practicable; and 
it shall be the duty of the Secretary to prepare a list of the persons 
so certified to him, which list shall be used in the organization of the 
Council, and shall be received as evidence that the persons named 
therein are entitled to seats. The Secretary shall call the roll of 
the Delegates so certified. Should a doubt arise as to the right of 
any Lay Delegates to membership, the matter shall be referred to a 
committee on election for examination and report. 


CANON III. 


Of the Duties of the Secretary of the Council. 


Section 1. The Secretary of the Council shall record the pro- 
ceedings of the Council, and have them printed in a journal as it 
shall direct, preserve its journals and record, attest its public acts, 
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and faithfully deliver to his successor all books, papers and records 
in his possession relating to its affairs. He shall keep a list of the 
Parishes, Separate Congregations and Organized Missions entitled 
to representation in the Council, and publish the same annually in the 
Journal. 

Section 2. He shall give notice as required by the Constitution 
of the time and place of the meeting of the Council, and in case of a 
vacancy in the office of President of the Council, he shall call the 
Council to order upon its assembling and preside over the same until 
a President is elected. 


Section 8. He shall perform such other duties as are prescribed 
by the Canons, or which by resolution the Council may require. 


CANON IV. 
Of the Duties of the Treasurer of the Diocese. 


The Treasurer of the Diocese shall receive and safely keep all 
money and other property confided to his custody, and disburse and 
dispose of the same as may be ordered by the Council. He shall render 
annually to the Council an account, showing all money and other 
property received by him, and the manner in which he has disbursed 
or disposed of the same. 


CANON V. 


Of the Standing Committee. 


Section 1. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopal Office the 
duties to be performed by the Bishop, as regards discipline. except 
pronouncing sentence of suspension, or deposition from the Ministry, 
shall be performed by the Standing Committee. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Standing Committee, at 
every Annual Council, to make a report of its preceedings. 


CANON VI. 
Of Finances. 


Section 1. The fiscal year shall begin January first. 


Section 2. All accounts having to do with the receipt and ex: 
penditure or investment of money of all Diocesan organizations shall 
be audited at the close of each year by a certified) public accountant; 
provided, however, that if the amount of income for the year as 
shown by the account shall be less than three thousand dollars, or 
if a certified public accountant is not available, the audit may be 
made by an accountant bookkeeper in no way connected with the 
subject matter of the account. 


Section 3. The Executive Board shall recommend the rates of 
assessment for diocesan expenses, the basis of which shall be the 
current expenses and number of communicants of each congregation 
az repcrted in the Journal of the preceding year; that is to say, the 
rate based on current expenses shall be a fixed percentage of the 
current expenses of each congregation, and the rate based on the 
number of communicants shall be a fixed sum for each communicant, 
provided that the rate based on communicants on churches and con- 
gregations whose current expenses are less than $100.00 may be a 
special rate. The Committee shall likewise recommend such assess- 
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ments as they may deem just on all congregations which are not 
reported in the Journal. 


Section 4. Each annual Council shall, after receiving the recom- 
mendations of the Executive Board, proceed to adopt the rates of 
assessment as aforesaid, and when deemed proper, fixed assessments 
on congregations whose current expense do not exceed one hundred 
dollars. Within one month after the adjournment of the annual 
Council the Treasurer of the Diocese shall calculate the assessment 
‘for Diocesan expenses on the'rates fixed by Council, or each Parish, 
Separate Congregation, Organized Mission and Mission Church, and 
shall notify the treasurers thereof of the assessments. These assess- 
ments shall be due immediately and shall be paid by the thirty-first 
day of December following. The Treasurer shall report to the next 
annual Council the names of Parishes, Separate Congregations, Or- 
ganized Missions and Mission Churches which were on that day in 
default, together with the amounts due. 


Section 5. All motions or resolutions providing for appropria- 
tions shall be referred to the Committee on Finance, and no appro- 
priation shall be made after the adoption of the rates of assessment 
for the year. 


CANON VIL. 
Of the Executive Board. 


Section 1. The Bishop, the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, to- 
gether with four clergymen and five laymen, to be elected by ballot at 
each Annual Council, shall constitute the Executive Board of the Diocese. 
The Bishop shall be Chairman. This Board shall hold not less than 
three meetings prior to the next Annual Council at such time and place 
as the Board, shall determine. The Chairman shall call other meetings 
when requested to do so by three members of the Board. A majority 
of the elected members of the Board shall constitute a quorum. The 
Board shall have power to fill vacancies occurring between councils. 
The Board shall make a report to the Annual Council. . 


Section 2. The Executive Board of the Diocese shall act as the 
Diocesan Board of Missions, and the Committee on Finance. 


Section 8. The Executive Board shall have power to organize such 
committees as the work of the Church in the Diocese may demand. 


' Section 4. The Executive Board shall have power to call for re- 
ports from and make recommendations to all Sashes and committees 
of the Diocese. 

Section 5. The expenses of members of the Executive Board, in 
attending meetings, shall be paid by the Treasurer of the Diocese upon 
presentation of bills approved by the Board. 


CANON VIII. 
Of Deputies to the Provincial Synod. 


Section 1. At each annual Council, except that of the year of 
the meeting of the General Convention, there shall be elected by 
ballot, four clergymen, who shall be canonically resident in the Dio- 
cese, and four laymen, who shall be communicants of this Church and 
domiciles in the Diocese, to be deputies to the Provincial Synod, who 
shall serve until others are elected. 


Section 2. Deputies to the Provincial Synod may present to the 
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Executive Board an account of their expenses in attending regular 
meetings of the Synod, and the same shall be paid out of the funds 
for the payment of the annual expenses of the Diocese. 


CANON IX. 
Of Deputies to the General Convention.’ 


Section 1. At the regular Annual Council preceding the meet- 
ing of the General Convention there shall be elected by ballot the 
full number of Clerical and Lay Deputies to the General Convention 
to which this Diocese is entitled under the Constitution of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, and also 
in the same manner, a like number of Clerical and Lay Deputies to 
act as Alternates as hereinafter provided. In such election a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast shall be necessary to a choice. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of each of the Deputies elected 
to signify to the Secretary of the Council, thirty days before the 
meeting of the General Convention, whether he accepts or declines the 
appointment. Should any Deputy elected decline or fail to signify 
his acceptance, or should a vacaney occur by removal from the Dio- 
cese, deposition, death or other cause, the Secretary of the Council 
shall issue the certificate of election to that Alternate Deputy of the 
order in which the vacancy occurs, who received the highest number 
of votes, and if there be more than one vacancy, the others shall be 
‘selected in like manner. 


CANON X. 
Of Examining Chaplains. 


At each Annual Council the Bishop shall nominate not more than two 
clergymen, canonically resident in the Diocese, to serve as Examining Chap- 
lains and when such nomination shall be approved by the Council they shall 
serve for one year and until their successors shall be elected. 


CANON XI. 
Of the Division of Parishes. 


Section 1. Whenever the members of the Church residing in a 
particular portion of any Parish, shall desire to separate from the 
Parish of which they form a part, it shall be lawful for them to 
assemble, after public notice given in the church or place of public 
worship, or posted upon the door of the same, and appoint a com- 
mittee to take such measures as may be necessary. 


Section 2. The committee thus appointed shall give to the Bishop 
and to the Vestry (if there be one) of the Parish from which they 
desire to be separated, or to the vestries. if there be more than one 
in the Parish. a formal notice of their intention to apply for such 
separation, which notice shall contain a description of the proposed 
line or lines of division, and shall be sent to the Bishop and said 
Vestry or Vestries at least three months before the meeting of the 
Council to which the application shall be made. 

Section 3. Said Application shall be made in the form of a pe- 
tition to the Council, and shall set forth the considerations which are . 
supposed to render the division desirable; whereupon the Council may, 
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if it deem it expedient, proceed to divide said Parish and to constitute 
the portion thereof applying for separation a new Parish, with all 
rights and privileges of other Parishes of this Diocese. 

Section 4. As soon after the adjournment of the Council as may 
be practical, the committee aforesaid shall give at least two weeks’ 
notice to the members of the Church residing in the new Parish, to 
assemble for the election of a Vestry, which election shall be con- 
ducted according. to the requirements of the Canon providing for 
the election of Vestries. 

Section 5. The committee aforesaid, or a majority of those who 

may attend, shall judge of the qualifications of electors, of the quali- 
fication of persons proposed to be elected, and of the election; and 
those persons whom said committee shall declare to be duly elected, 
shall be the Vestry of said Parish until the election and qualification 
of the succeeding Vestry. 


CANON XII. 
Of Changing the Line or Boundaries Between Two or More Parishes. 


Section 1. Whenever two or more Parishes desire to change the 
lines or boundaries between them, upon the petition of the Vestries of 
such Parishes the Council may make such change and readjust the 
lines of said Parishes so petitioning. 


Section 2. The petition shall be made to the Council, and shall 
set forth the considerations which are supposed to render the change 
desirable, and shall contain a description of the line or lines proposed 
to be changed, and notice thereof shall be given to the Bishop at 
least three months before the meeting of the Council to which the 
application shall be made; whereupon the Council may, if it deem it 
expedient, proceed to change the lines or boundaries between said 
Parishes. 


CANON XIII. 
Of the Formation of New Congregations within a Parish. 


Section 1. When any number of persons belonging to any Parish 
or Congregation, sufficient to build a house of worship and provide for 
the support of a Minister, desire to form a Separate Congregation 
within the Parish to which they belong, they may proceed as required 
in the Canon on the division of Parishes, except that in such case the 
direction as to a line or lines of division is inapplicable. The Council 
may, on such petition, constitute the applicants a Separate Congre- 
gaton, with right to representation in the Council, and any such 
Congregation so formed shall be subject to the Constitution and 
Canons of this Diocese. 


Section 2. When a Parish or Separate Congregation is dependent 
on diocesan aid for the payment of any part of the minister’s salary, 
either directly or by combining with any Parish, Separate Congrega- 
tion or Mission which is receiving aid, the appointment and removal 
of the rector or minister in charge shall be entirely in the hands of 
the Bishop, and shall so continue until such dependence shall cease, 
provided that the foregoing shall not apply to, or affect, any Parish 
or Separate Congregation which shall have undertaken the estab- 
lishment or support of a mission in addition to the work of the Parish 
or Separate Congregation, and when the aid received is solely for 
the benefit of this mission work.

Canons 


CANON XIV. 
Of Mission Churches. 


Section 1. When any number of persons belonging to any Parish 
or Congregation desire a separate and independent organization, but 
cannot comply with the requirements of the Canon in regard to the 
formation of Separate Congregations, they may, until they are so 
able, proceed to organize a Mission Church upon the following con- 
ditions: 

They must obtain the approval of the Vestry of the Parish to 
which they belong, and if there be two or more Vestries in the 
Parish, they must have the consent of a majority of the same. 

They must have the approval of the Bishop of the Diocese. 

When any Mission Church shall be organized, the Bishop shall 
give notice of such organization to the Secretary of the Diocese, and 
shall appoint a male communicant of the Mission Church to act 
as Warden and suitable person to act as register and treasurer. . The 
Warden and register and treasurer so appointed shall perform the 
duties required of other Wardens, registers and treasurers. 


Section 2. Any Mission Church so organized may make applica- 
tion to Council to be recognized and received as an Organized Mis- 
sion. Such application shall be signed by the Warden and register 
and treasurer, and the minister in charge, if there be one, and shall 
show: 

1—The name by which the Organized Mission is to be known. 

2—Its location. 

3—That the proposed Organized Mission contains not less than 
fifty communicants, ten of whom are male adults. 

4—That the approval of the Vestry or Vestries and of the Bishop 
had been obtained, as required by Section 1 of this Canon. 

5—The amount which the proposed Organized Mission can con- 
tribute to its support. 


Section 3. If such Mission Church shall be recognized and re- 
ceived by Council as an Organized Mission, then it shall elect a Vestry. 
The election shall be in accordance with, and the duties of the Vestry 
shall be defined by the provisions of the Canons which apply to other 
Vestries, but such Vestry shall not have the right to call a minister. 

Section 4. The Bishop shall have the right of appointment of 
ministers to, and of their removal from, any Mission Church or Or- 
ganized Mission. 

Section 5. A list of the Mission Churches and Organized Missions 
shall be published anually in the Journal. 


CANON XV. 
Of the Colored Missionary Jurisdiction. 


Section 1. The colored people, resident within this Diocese who 
are, or may hereafter be connected with the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, shall constitute a Missionary Jurisdiction of the Diocese. 


Section 2. It shall be lawful to organize Mission Churches or 
Congregations composed exclusively of colored persons, within the 
limits of any already existing Parish, subject to the same conditions 
and regulations as prescribed in the Canon of Mission Churches, ex- 
cept that the consent of the Vestry or Vestries need not be obtained. 
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Section 3. There may be appointed by the Bishop, one or more 
Presbyters who shall have general supervision of such colored 
Churches and Congregations as the Bishop may designate, and per- 
form such duties as he may prescribe. 


Section 4. There shall be an annual Convocation, to be com- 
posed of the Colored Ministers of the Diocese, in good standing, and 
it shall be the duty of every such minister to attend its meetings. 
The Vestry of every colored Mission Church or Congregation shall 
elect one male Lay Delegate annually, who, upon the presentation of 
a certificate signed by the Minister (or Warden, if there be no Minis- 
ter) and the Register of the Vestry, stating that the Delegate is not 
less than tweny-one years of age and is a communicant of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, shall be entitled to be a member of the 
Convocation. 

The Bishop, the Bishop Coadjutor (if there be one) and the 
Presbyters mentioned in Section 3, shall be ex-officio members of the 
Convocation. The Bishop, or in his absence, the Bishop Coadjutor 
shall be the President of the Convocation; but if the Bishop or the 
Bishop Coadjutor be not present, the Convocation shall elect its own 
President. 

Section 5. The Convocation shall have power to provide for 
the time and place of meeting, and to devise measures for the work 
of the Church among the colored people, which measures shall take 
effect when approved by the Council of the Diocese. 


Section 6. The Convocation shall elect annually two Clergymen 
and two Laymen to represent them in the Council of the Diocese. 
Section 7. Colored Congregations constituted ag above provided 
may acquire and hold property of their own, as by law provided, 
but cannot come into possession of the property of any White Con- 
gregation, except by transfer, under the laws of the State of Vir- 
ginia; nor shall any White Congregation come into possession of 
the property of any Colored Congregation except by like transfer. 


CANON XVI. 
Of the Election of Vestries. 


Section 1. Each Parish, Separate Congregation or Organized Mis- 
sion in this Diocese shall elect annually not less than three nor more 
than twelve persons, except as hereinafter provided, of the qualifica- 
tions hereinafter prescribed, who together with the minister of the 
Parish or Congregation, shall be the Vestry thereof until their suc- 
cessors are elected, and duly qualified. 


Section 2. All persons twenty-one years of age, who are mem- 
bers of the Parish, or Congregation, and whose names are found 
upon the Church Register for at least six months next preceding the 
election at which they offer to vote, and who during that time, unless 
hindered by sickness. or other sufficient cause, have been regular 
participants in the religious exercises of the Church, and are com- 
municants thereof; provided, that no name may be dropped from the 
Register of the Parish without notice to the Communicant; and like- 
wise, all persons twenty-one years of age, members of said Parish or 
Congregation, and who have been regular contributors to the charges 
of the Parish, or Congregation, for a like period of six months, shall 
be entitled to vote at the election of Vestrymen for such Parish or 
Congregation. But any one who shall prove to the committee of elec- 
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tion when he offers to vote that he is a communicant of the Parish 
and a regular participant in the religious exercises of- the Church 
(uniess hindered by sickness or other sufficient cause) and has been 
such for a period of six months, shall be entitled to vote even though 
his name is not actually on the Church Register. 


Section 3. The election of Vestrymen shall be held on the sec- 
ond Monday in Advent, or on any day to which the electors then 
assembled shall adjourn, and the Vestrymen go elected shall enter 
upon their duties on the first of January following, but the Vestry ° 
may previously appoint another day within thirty days after the second 
Monday in Advent for such election, and if such day be after the first 
of January, the Vestrymen then elected shall enter upon their duties 
immediately after their election. The election except where other- 
wise directed by the Bishop, as hereinafterwards prescribed, shall 
be held at the Parish Church or some place of worship, if there be 
one; if not, at such other place within the Parish as shall be desig- 
nated in the manner hereinafter provided. The voting: shall be by 
ballot, a majority of the votes cast being necessary to election. The 
number of persons to be voted for shall be not less than three, nor 
more than twelve, except as hereinafter provided, and shall be fixed, 
where the election is the first in a new Parish, Separate Congrega- 
tion or Organized Mission by the Council on its admission into the 
Diocese; or, before the election commences, by a Majority of the 
qualified electors who shall have assembled to vote at such election; 
or in case the election be in a Congregation already organized, the 
number to be voted for shall be the same that constituted the former 
Vestry, unless such number be changed in like manner by a ma- 
jority of the qualified electors so assembled. Only male persons who 
are communicants and entitled to vote at an election for Vestrymen 
shall be eligible to the office of Vestrymen. When three desirable 
male communicants cannot be found in a Parish, Separate Congrega- 
tion or Organized Mission to serve as Vestrymen, the electors shall 
be called together, after two weeks’ notice of the time and place of 
such meeting to be given as provided in Section 6 of this Canon, and 
a majority of those present shall make such arrangements, as they 
may deem proper, for the management of the temporal affairs of the 
Congregation, until such time as a Vestry may be elected. 


Section 4. In case there be in a Parish two or more Congrega- 
tions, but not constituting independent cures, a separate election shall 
be held for each Congregation at its usual place of worship, or if 
there be none, at such other place as shall be designated in the man- 
ner herinafter prescribed. The qualified electors of each Congrega- 
tion shall, in the manner prescribed by this Canon, elect the number 
of Vestrymen to which it may be entitled, as hereinafter provided. 
The number of Vestrymen, in any Parish in which there are two © 
or more Congregations not constituting independent cures shall not, 
as hereinbefore provided, exceed twelve, except that, in a Parish in 
which there are mcre than four such Congregations, the number may 
be not exceeding three additional Vestrymen for every such Con- 
gregation in excess of four, and the number of Vestrymen, to which 
each Congregation not constituting an independent cure in such 
Parish shall be entitled, shall be determined by the Vestry of the 
Parish before the election each year, or in case the number be not 
so determined by the Vestry of the Parish, each Congregation shall 
elect the same number as was elected the preceding year. The Ves- 
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trymen chosen for each Congregation shall, together with the Min- 
ister in charge thereof, be the constituted authority of such congrega- 
tion, and shali manage and control the affairs of the same, so far as 
they pertain alone to the Congregation, and not to the Parish at large, 
and the Vestrymen chosen by all the Congregations, not constituting 
independent cures, in the same Parish, shall, together with the Minis- 
ter in charge thereof, be the constituted authority of the Parish, as 
its Vestry, and shall manage and control the affairs of the Parish. 


Section 5. If there be no Parish Church or place of regular 
worship for the Parish or Congregation, the Minister in charge of 
the same, or other person or persons named in the next succeeding 
section, shall have authority to appoint the place within the Parish 
at which such election shall be held. If such place of voting be so 
fixed before the second Monday in Advent, the same notice of the 
time and place of election shall be required as in the next succeeding 
section. 

Section 6. If no election be held on the second Monday in Ad- 
vent or on the day to which the electors may have adjourned, as 
hereinbefore provided, the same may be held on any day, within 
thirty days thereafter, said day to be fixed by the Minister in charge, 
or if there be none, by one of the Wardens, or, the-Wardens failing 
to act in'a reasonable time, by two Vestrymen, or if there be no 
Vestrymen, or the Vestrymen failing to act in a reasonable time, 
by three members of the Congregation, but if such election, in the 
opinion of the Bishop, be unduly delayed, he shall have power to 
order the same to be held at such time and place as he may deem 
best. 

Of the time and place of such special election, due notice shall 
be given during the services held at the Parish Church or place of 
worship on the two Sundays next preceding such special election; 
or, in case no such services be held, by posting copies of such notice 
for two weeks next preceding such special election, at the front door 
of the Parish Church, or place of worship; or in case there be none, 
at two or more public places in the Parish. The adjournment con- 
templated under Section 3 is limited to a period of thirty days from 
the Second Sunday in Advent. 


Section 7. The Vestry shall appoint three persons, of whom not 
more than two shall be members of their own body, to act as judges, 
to conduct and superintend such elections. In case no such judges 
be appointed, the members of the Vestry present shall act as judges 
of the election; and in case none of the Vestry be present or if any 
of them be present but fail to act,\the electors may choose three of 
their number to act as such judges. The judges of the election shall 
decide as to the qualifications of the voters, and of those elected as 
Vestrymen. 

Section 8. As soon as may be after such election, the persons 
chosen as Vestrymen shall at such time and place as the Minister 
shall appoint, or as shall otherwise be designated, assemble and pro- 
ceed to organize the Vestry, and a majority of those who have quali- 
fied shall constitute a quorum. The Register and Treasurer of the 
former Vestry shall attend. The proceedings shall be opened with one 
or more collects and the Lord’s Prayer by the Minister in charge, or 
in his absence by one of the Wardens, or any other member who 
may be requested to preside over the meeting. 

Section 9. Every person chosen a Vestryman, shall, before he 
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acts as such, subscribe the following declaration and promise: “I 
do believe the Holy Scripture of the Old and New Testament to be 
the Word of God, and to contain all things necessary to salvation; 
and I do yield my hearty assent and approbation to the doctrines, 
worship and discipline of the Protestant Episcopal Church in these 
United States; and I promise that I will faithfully execute the office 
OL.VeOstruineie Ones oko a parish (of Church), in 
County, according to my best knowledge and skill.” 


Section 10. The Vestry shall proceed to elect two Wardens, or 
where there are a number of congregations as provided for in Section 
4 of this Canon, one Warden for each congregation, a Register and 
a Treasurer, who shall continue in office until their successors are 
elected. The Wardens must be communicants and members of the 
Vestry. 

Section 11. Vacancies occurring in the Vestry shall be filled by 
a vote of the remaining members, provided they constitute a quorum. 
The Rector shall preside at all meetings, when present, and be en- 
titled to give the casting vote in case of a tie, when he is not person- 
ally interested. All Vestry meetings shall be subject to his call and 
in case he fails, at the request of two Vestrymen, to call a meeting, 
such Vestrymen, if they deem it necessary may themselves call a 
meeting. 


CANON XVII. 
Of the Duties of Vestries 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Vestry to elect a Rector; 
to co-operate with him for the promotion of the spiritual welfare of 
his cure; to see that he is properly supported, and that his salary be 
paid with regularity and punctuality; to make provision to pay the 
‘assessment for the Diocesan expenses; to make and execute all con- 
tracts for the erection, furnishing and preservation of the church 
edifice and other church property; to regulate the use of the Parish 
graveyard; to make proper provision for sacred music subject to the 
control of the Rector; to provide for the appointment of trustees 
under the laws of the State of Virginia authorized to hold the legal 
title to the Church property, and generally as constituted agents of 
the Parish or Congregation to transact all its temporal business. 


Section 2. When a Parish or Congregation becomes vacant, it 
shall be the duty of the Vestry to give notice thereof forthwith to 
the Bishop, of if these should be no Bishop, to the President of the 
Standing Committee. 


CANON XVIII. 
Of the Duties of Wardens and Other Parish Officers. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Wardens to keep watch 
over the Church property; to see that it is duly prepared for every 
occasion of public worship; to see that the sexton and other em- 
ployees properly perform their duties; to collect the offerings of the 
people; to take charge of the font and communion plate; to provide 
out of the Parish Funds, under the direction of the Vestry, a suffi- 
cient supply of vestments and books to be used in Public Worship, 
and also the elements for the Celebration of the Holy Communion; to 
attend the accommodation of the congregation with seats, and to 
maintain order and decorum during the time of public worship. 
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Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Register of the Vestry 
to take charge of the Parish Records; to keep correct entries of all 
proceedings of the Vestry; and when there is no rector, to enter upon 
the Church Register usually kept by the Rector, all baptisms, speci- 
fying the Christian and surnames of the parents, with the name and 
date of birth and baptism of the person baptized; also all marriages, 
deaths, and funerals, with the dates and names of parties, and in 
like manner all confirmations administered in, and communicants lost 
or gained by the Parish, and furnish a report of the same to the oh 
‘nual Council of the Diocese. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to take charge 
of all offerings and income collected for the expenses of the Parish 
or Congregation, and disburse the same under the direction of the 
Vestry. He shall also take charge of all offerings made for special 
purposes, except communion alms, and pay over or disburse the same 
for the objects and purposes for which they were made by the Con- 
gregation. And he shall make a report thereof to the Vestry. 


CANON XIX. 
Of the Care to Be Exercised in the Enrollment of Communicants. 


All Ministers shall be careful in the enrollment of communicants, 
and shall require, as far as practicable, that communicants removing 
from one Parish to another shall conform to the provisions of the 
General Canon on that subject. 


CANON XX. 
Of the Duties of Members of the Church. 


The members of this Church shall conform to its teachings and 
to the creed upon which it is founded, and shall, as far as in them 
lies, live in the exercise of those Christian principles and duties pre- 
scribed in the Holy Scriptures and illustrated in the Book of Common 
Prayer, and shall further instruct their families and those dependent 
on them in the like duties and principle, both by example and pre- 
cept. They shall use all sober and godly conversation, shall daily 
exercise family worship, be charitable in act and word, and shall 
celebrate and keep holy the Lord’s day, giving all due attention to 
the services of the Church and to Public Worship. 


CANON XXI. 
Of the Trial of a Clergyman Not Being a Bishop. 


Section 1. Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a 
Bishop, shall become liabie to presentment and trial under the pro- 
vision of any Canon of the General Convention or of the Diocesan 
Council, the mode of proceeding and trial in this Diocese shall be as 
follows: A presentment in writing shall be made to the Bishop, 
specifying the offense or offenses with which the accused is charged, 
with reasonable certainty as to the time, place and circumstances. 
The presentment shall be accompanied by a further statemenet in 
writing, giving the names of the witnesses and the purport of their 
evidence, and also any documentary evidence relating to the case. 


Section 2. Such presentment may be made by the Vestry of the 
Parish or Congregation to which the accused belong, or by any 
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three Presbyters of the Diocese entitled to membership in the Coun- 
cil; or in case of alleged misconduct in another Diocese, by the Ec- 
clesiastical Authority of the Diocese; or whenever from public rumor 
or otherwise, the Bishop shall have reason to believe that any Clergy- 
man is under the imputation of having been guilty of any offense or 
offenses for which he is liable to be tried, and that the interest of 
the Church requires an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint 
five persons to examine the case, of whom three at least shall be 
Presbyters, and if any persons other than Presbyters be appointed 
they shall be communicants of this Church in good standing. A ma- 
jority of the persons so appointed may make the examination, and if 
there is in their opinion a sufficient ground for presentment, they 
shall present the Clergyman accordingly. The Vestry, Presbyters 
or persons so appointed by the Bishop to examine the case shall act 
as a committee of prosecution on any presentment made by them 
respectively. 

Section 3. When the presentment is made to the Bishop, if it 
appears to him that the facts charged do not constitute an offense, 
he may, by and with the consent of the Standing Committee, dis- 
miss it; or if the presentment allege facts, some of which do and 
some of which do not constitute an offense, he may, by and with the 
like consent of the Standing Committee, allow it in part and dismiss 
it as to the residue, or permit it to be amended; provided, that any 
Clergyman charged with an offense so dismissed may himself demand 
that the triall shall proceed, as hereinafter provided. 


Section 4. When the presentment shall be allowed in whole or 
in part by the Bishop, he,shall immediately proceed to the trial ac- 
cording to the following provisions: He shall cause a copy of the 
presentment to be served on the accused according to the laws in 
force in the State of Virginia for serving notices. He shall nominate 
from among the Clergy entitled to membership in the Council, eight 
Presbyters other than members of the Standing Committee, and not 
being parties to the presentment, and shall cause a list of their 
names to be served on the accused at the time the presentment is 
srved, and in the same manner. Within twenty days after such service 
the accused shall choose five of the eight Presbyters so nominated, 
and make known to the Bishop in writing the names of the Presby- 
ters so chosen; but if the accused should fail so to do within the 
twenty davs aforesaid, the Bishop shall choose five from the said list, 
and the Presbyters so chosen shall constitute a court for the trial 
of the accused. 

Section 5. The Court so chosen shall meet at such time and 
place within the Diocese as the Bishop shall direct, and shall organize 
by electing a President and a Secretary, the former of whom shall 
be from their own body, and shall have power to adjourn from time to 
time and from place to place (but always within the Diocese) as they 
shall deem necessary. 

Section 6. A written notice of the time and place of the first 
meeting of the court shall be served, in the manner hereinbefore pro- 
vided for the service of the presentment, on the accused, at least ten 
days before such meeting, and also on the persons making the pre- 
sentment. 

Section 7. If at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
court the whole number of five Presbyters shall not attend, then those 
who do attend may adjourn from time to time, and if after one ad- 
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journment or more, it shall appear to them improbable that the whole 
number will attend within a reasonable time, then those who do 
attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the court and pro- 
ceed to the trial and a majority of them shall decide all questions 
and in case of a tie, the president of the court shall have the decid- 
ing vote. 


Section 8. The accused may appear either in person or by coun- 
sel, and if he appear before proceeding to trial, he shall be called on 
by the court to say whether he is guilty of the offense or offenses 
with which he is charged, and if he neglect or refuse to answer, or 
fail to appear, the plea of “not guilty” shall be entered for him and 
the trial shall proceed. 


Section 9. At the request of the accused or of the prosecutors, ~ 
witnesses may be summoned by the Bishop before the meeting of 
the court; after the court is convened they shall be summoned by the 
president of the Court. The trial shall proceed without formal plead- 
ings. All testimony shall be given under oath or affirmation, admin- 
istered by the president of the court or by some officer authorized by 
law, and shall be taken down in writing; but the rules of evidence 
enforced in civil or criminal courts shall not be strictly followed or 
observed, but the real facts of the case shall be ascertained. In case 
the testimony of any witness is desired, whose attendance at trial 
cannot be obtained, his deposition may be taken, after reasonable 
notice, according to laws in force in the State of Virginia in civil 
cases, before a commissioner to be appointed by the Bishop, if re- 
quired before the court shall have convened or by the court after 
it has convened. 


Section 10. A record of all proceedings shall be kept by the 
Secretary. 


Section 11. The court having deliberately considered the evi- 
dence shall without delay declare its judgment in writing, which 
shall be in accordance with the evidence and facts presented. The 
judgment shall be signed by the members of the court who sit in 
the case or by a majority of them, and shall declare whether the 
accused is guilty or not guilty of the charge or charges, or of any 
of them, preferred against him, in the order set forth in the pre- 
sentment, and also if guilty of the said charge or charges, or any 
of them, what punishment shall be imposed, which judgment, with 
all the evidence, shall be forthwith delivered to the Bishop. If the 
judgment of the court should declare the accused not guilty of all 
the charges, then it shall be final, and the Bishop shall cause notice 
thereof to be given to all the Parishes and Congregations in the Dio- 
cese; but if the judgment shall declare the accused guilty of the said 
charge or charges, or any of them, the Bishop, unless he sees cause 
to mitigate or remit the punishment or to grant a new trial shall 
pronounce sentence according to the judgment of the court and 
such sentence shall be final. In case a new trial is granted, a new 
court shall be constituted and organized, according to the provisions 
of this Canon. 

Section 12. If after a presentment has been allowed in whole 
or in part by the Bishop, but before the court is organized and con- 
vened as hereinbefore provided, the accused Clergyman shall in 
writing confess the truth of the charges against him the Bishop shall 
forthwith proceed to pronounce such sentence, as he by and with the 
advice of the Standing Committee shall judge to be proper, and if at 
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any time during the trial, the accused shall make like confession, the 
court shall proceed to impose the punishment and certify its judg- 
ment, as hereinbefore provided, to the Bishop, who shall, unless 
he sees cause to mitigate or remit the punishment, pronounce the 
sentence. 

Section 13. In case the accused shall exercise the privilege of 
appearing by counsel, but not otherwise, those presenting shall have 
the like privilege. If the accused should desire it a copy of any 
documentary evidence adduced against him shall be furnished him, 
and if' he should so desire, the trial shall be in public. 


Section 14. In case a presentment is made during a vacancy in 
the Episcopal office, such presentment shall be made to the Standing 
Committee, who shall thereupon take such steps and exercise such 
powers as are by this Canon enjoined on the Bishop; provided, that on 
receiving the proceedings and judgment of the court, it shall transmit 
the same to the Bishop of some other Diocese, who shall be requested 
and is hereby authorized to act thereon, as if he were the Bishop of 
this Diocese. 

Section 15. All judgments and proceedings under this Canon 
shall after they have been acted on by the Bishop, be transmitted by 
him to the Standing Committee, who shall preserve the same. 

Section 16. All expenses incurred under this Canon shall be 
defrayed by the Treasurer of the Diocese out of the “Fund for Dio- 
cesan Expenses” by order of the Committee on Finance. 


CANON XXII. 


Of the Proceedings in the Trial of ai Layman, After Expulsion 
by the Minister from the Holy Communion. 


If any person repelled from the Holy Communion shall allege 
to the Bishop, that injustice has been done, or if, nothwithstanding 
he shall have professed himself ready and willing, in truth and sin- 
cerity to comply with the requisitions expressed in the Rubric in 
order to be restored to the Holy Communion, his repulsion shall be 
continued, he may present his complaint in writing to the Bishop, 
setting forth the ground thereof, and desiring that he may be re 
stored to the Communion, whereupon the Bishop, unless he thinks fit 
to restore the communicant from the insufficiency of the cause assign- 
ed by the Minister, shall nominate two of the Clergy and two of the 
Laity, of whom the Minister repelling shall select one of the Clergy- 
men, and the communicant one of the Laymen; and it shall be the 
duty of the two thus chosen to take without delay the evidence in 
the case, under oath and in writing, of such witnesses as may be 
produced by either of the parties and to certify the same to the Bishop, 
who. thereupon, unless for his own satisfaction. or for good cause 
shown by either or the parties interested he shall desire further evi- 
dence, shall proceed to adjudge the case. If further evidence be 
required, it shall be obtained and certified, either by the same com- 
mission, or by another appointed in the manner above prescribed, 
as the Bishop may direct. And when the evidence is thus procured, 
the Bishop shall adjudge the case, and shall communicate his judg- 
ment whenever made to the Minister repelling. and to the communi- 
cant repelled, which judgment shall be final and conclusive; provided, 
that in case his judgment shall direct a further continuance of the 
repulsion, it shall, nevertheless, be subject to all the conditions and 
provisions of the Rubric. 
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CANON XXIII. 
Of the Church Pension Fund. 


Section 1. In conformity with the resolutions adopted by the 
General Convention of 19138, setting forth the principles upon which 
a pension system for the clergy of the Church and their dependents 
should be constructed, pursuant to which the corporation entitled the 
Church Pension Fund has been created to carry these principles into 
effect, the Diocese of Southern Virginia hereby enters into the system 
known as the Church Pension Fund. 


Section 2. The Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese shall ap- 
point, annually, a Committee to be entitled The Committee on Churen 
Pension Fund, and to consist of one Clergyman and two laymen. The 
duties of this Committee shall be as follows: 


1. To furnish annually to the Church Pension Fund the canoni- 
cal roll of the Clergy of this Diocese, and of the clergy belonging to 
other dioceses or missionary districts who may be licensed to officiate 
in this Diocese, with a statement of the stipends received by each 
of said clergymen from any parish, mission, or other oe 
organization in this Diocese. 


2. To secure from the Church Pension Fund annually a state-- 
ment of the premiums necessary to be paid by each parish, mission, or 
other ecclesiastical organization in the Diocese, in order that the 
clergyman in receipt of stipends from such parishes, missions, and 
other ecclesiastical organizations may be entitled respectively to pen- 
sions. 


3. To receive from the ,Trustees of the Funds of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Southern Virginia the annual 
interest accruing on the money held for investment by said Trustees 
for the benefit of the Disabled Clergy and Widows and Orphans of 
Deceased Clergy when this canon goes into effect, and apply the 
same to the credit of this Diocese with the Church Pension Fund, as 
the Council may direct. 


4. To inform the duly constituted authorities of each parish, 
mission, and other ecclesiastical organizations in the Diocese of the 
premiums payable by it, and of the time and manner of payment 
thereof. 


5. To elect a Treasurer who may not be a member of saia 
Committee, who shall be required to give a bond satisfactory to the 
Committee, and whose duty it shall be, if the Committee so directs, 
to receive monthly, from all of the parishes, missions, and other 
ecclesiastical organizations in this Diocese, the aforesaid premiums 
and to transmit the same to the Treasurer of the Church Pension 
Fund and to perform such other duties as the Committee may require 
of him. 


6. To inform the Church Pension Fund from time to time of the 
clergy and widows and minor orphans of clergy, canonically connected 
with this Diocese, who may be entitled to receive pensions ‘from the 
Church Pension Fund. 


7. In general, to inform the clergy and laity of the Diocese of 
the pension systen: created by the General Convention. and com- 
mitted by it to the operation of the Church Pension Fund, whereby 
the clergy of the Church are assured of pensions, as of right, to 
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ther.selves in the event of old age, or disability, and to their widows 
and minor orphans in the event of death, and to do all things that 
may be necessary or advisable in the premises, to the end that the 
1uoneys necessary to be paid by the parishes, missions, and other 
ecclesiastical organizations may be fully and systematically paid. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee to 
make all necessary arrangements to provide for the annual payment 
to the Committee on the Church Pension Fund of the premiums pay- 
able on behalf of the Bishop of the Diocese, and also of the Bishop 
Coadjutor and the Suffragan Bishops if there be such, and on be- 
half of all clergymen whose stipends are paid directly by the Dio- 
cese, and to authorize the Treasurer of the Diocese to pay the same 
to the Committee on the Church Pension Fund, as the Committee on 
the Church Pension Fund may direct. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Board of Missions of the 
Diocese to provide for the payment of the premiums payable on all 
stipends of Clergymen paid by said Board, and to pay the same to 
the Committee on the Church Pension Fund or to the Church Pension 
Fund. as the Committee on the Church Pension Fund may direct. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Trustees of the Funds 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Southern Vir- 
ginia to pay semi-annually or oftener at their option, to the Com- 
mittee on the Church Pension Fund all of their income from the 
investments held by said Trustees for the benefit of the Disabled 
Clergy, and for the benefit of Widows and Orphans of Deceased 
Clergy, upon the said Trustees receiving satisfactory assurances from 
the Church Pension Fund that the latter corporation will assume and 
pay all the annuities paid by said Trustees to the Disabled Clergy 
and the Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergy when this Canon 
goes into effect, and so long as said payments are actually made by 
the Church Pension Fund. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of every clergyman receiving a 
stipend or stipends, and the duty of every parish, mission or other 
ecclesiastical organization in the Diocese paying a stipend or stipends, 
to furnish a statement of such stipend or stipends to the Committee on 
the Church Pension Fund whenever said Committee shall, in writing 
ask for such statement. 


Section 7. This Canon shall go into effect when the Secretary of 
the Council shall receive notification from the Church Pension Fund 
that such sufficient number of other Dioceses, missionary districts 
and General Boards or other General institutions of the Church have, 
by legislation, provided for entering into the pension system of the 
Church Pension Fund, as in the opinion of the said Church Pension 
Fund, will enable its system, to go into operation; provided, that the 
clergy canonically connected with said diocese or missionary dis- 
tricts or whose stipends are wholly paid by said Board or General 
Institutions of the Church, shall number not less than two thousand 
individuals. 

CANON XXIV. 
Of Alterations in or Additions to the Canons. 


No proposed alteration in or addition to the Canons shall here- 
after be considered by the Council, unless at least one day’s previous 
notice thereof be given in open Council, nor until such alteration:or 
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addition shail have been referred to and reported upon by a commit- 
tee of at least two Clergymen. Nor shall such alteration or addition 
be adopted during the same Council in which it is proposed if two 
thirds of the members thereof shall not concur therein; but if the 
majority be less than two-thirds, it shall lie over for consideration 
until the next annual Council. 


CANON XXV. 


All Canons to which this Diocese has been heretofore subject are 
hereby repealed. 


AMENDMENTS. TO THE CONSTITUTION 


PROPOSED AT THE GENERAL CONVENTION OF 1928, AND TO BE 
FINALLY ACTED UPON AT THE CONVENTION OF 1931 


Resolved, That the following change be made in the Constitution, and 
that the proposed alteration be made known to the several Dioceses, in 
order that the same may be adopted by the next General Convention in 
accordance with Article XI of the Constitution: 

Amend Article I, Section 3, by adding after the words “entitled to 
vote in the House of Bishops,” at line 7 of the Article, the following 
words ‘“‘except that whenever two-thirds of the House of Bishops are 
present a majority vote shall suffice.” 


. 


Resolved, That the following change be made in the Constitution, and 
that the proposed alteration be made known to the several Dioceses in 
order that the same may be adopted by the next General Convention in 
accordance with Article XI of the Constitution: 

Amend Article I, Section 3, of the Constitution so that the third 
sentence thereof shall read as follows: 

“His term and tenure of office and duties, and particulars of his elec- 
tion not inconsistent with the preceding provisions, shall be prescribed 
by the Canons of the General Convention.” 


Resolved, That the following change be made in the Constitution, and 
that the proposed alteration be made known to the several Dioceses, in 
order that the same may be adopted by the next General Convention in 
accordance with Article XI of the Constitution: 

Amend Article I, Section 4, fourth paragraph, the last sentence so 
that the same shall read as follows: 

“In all cases of a vote by Orders, the two Orders shall vote separately, 
each Diocese having one vote in the Clerical and one vote in the Lay 
Order, and each Missionary District within the boundaries of the United 
States of America having a one-fourth vote in the Clerical Order and a 
one-fourth vote in the Lay Order; and the concurrence of the votes of 
the two Orders shall be necessary to constitute a vote of the House. 
No action of either Order shall pass in the affirmative unless it receives 
the majority of all votes cast, and unless the sum of all the affirmative 
vote shall exceed the sum of other votes by at least one whole vote.” 


Resolved, That the following change be made in the Constitution and 


‘ 
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that the proposed alteration be made known to the several Dioceses in 
order that the same may be adopted by the next General Convention, 
in accordance with Article XI of the Constitution: 


Amend the second and third sentences of Article X of the Constitu- 
tion to read: 


“No alteration thereof or addition thereto shall be made unless the 
same shall be first proposed in one Triennial meeting of the General 
Convention and by a resolve thereof be sent within six months to the 
Secretary of the Convention of every Diocese and of the Convocation 
of every Missionary District within the boundaries of the United States 
of, America, to be made known to the Diocesan Convention or Mission- 
ary District Convocation at its next meeting, and be adopted by the 
General Convention at its next succeeding Triennia] Meeting by a ma- 
jority of the whole number of Bishops entitled to vote in the House of 
Bishops, and by a majority of the Clerical and Lay Deputies of all the 
Dioceses entitled to representation in the House of Deputies and all the 
Missionary Districts within the boundaries of the United States, voting 
by Orders, each Diocese having one vote in the Clerical Order and one 
vote in the Lay Order, and each Missionary District having a one- 
fourth vote in the Clerical Order and a one-fourth vote in the Lay 
Order. Provided, however, that the General Convention at any meeting 
shall have power to amend the Table of Lessons and all Tables and 
Rubrics relating to the use of the Psalms by a majority of the whole 
number off Bishops entitled to vote in the House of Bishops, and by a 
majority of the Clerical and Lay Deputies of all the Dioceses entitled to 
representation in the House of Deputies, and all the Missionary Dis- 
tricts within the boundaries of the United States, voting by Orders ag 
previously laid down in this Article. 
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
